58 per cent of the stock in the club, 

Some years later Frank Chance, who owned

Scandal in Ticket Scalping.

Railroads report that the collapse of big 
bricg@es over the Los Angeles river in this 
city and the washing out of heavy spans 
elsewhere made it uncertain when tra 
could be resumed. 

More than 100 homes were destroyed in 
Los Angeles alone by the torrents that rushed 
through the Los Angeles river and the Ar- 
roy Seco. 


Three Hundred Stalled on Train. 

Three hundred passengers aboard an over- 
land Santa Fe train are marooned tonight by 
washouts at Summit, in the mountains at 
Cajon Pass. There is only one dining car 
attached to the train and the food supply of 
that is exhausted, according to railroad re- 
ports. Summit is twenty-five miles from San 
Bernardino. 

A heavy snowfall tonight, accompanied by 
intense cold, aggravated the situation of the 
marooned passengers.

Chief Michels Declares He Has

Aurora, II., Feb. 21.—[Special. }—Dr. J. W. 
McDonald, brother of Judge Charies A. Mo- 
Donald of Chicago, is the man through whom 
the police hope to identify ownership of the 
knife found a few feet from the place where 
Theresa Hollander was murdered Monday 

Anthony Petras, the principal sue- 
pect, has denied ever having the knife. 

Dr. McDonald telephoned Chief of Police 
Michels today. 

“I'm leaving town right away, but will be 
back Sunday night,” the physicican said. 
“I read about the knife. A few months 
ago I attended thie man Petras, who had 
been hurt in some sort of an accident. I re- 
member taking a knife from his pocket and 
laying it on one side. It was u trivial in- 
cident, and I don't recall it clearly, al- 
though I believe if I saw the knife again I 
could identify it. I do remember it had 
@ celluloid handle.“ 

The knife found in St. Nicholas’ ceme- 
tery is of black and yellow celluloid, and 
the original owner's name is stamped in the 
side. Dr. McDonald did not recall any name. 


Man Who Ran Not Petras, 

One link in the circumstantial evidence the 
police had gathered broke this morning. The 
testimony of Louis Nelson, who saw a man 
dash north in Ohio street past the cemetery 
shortly after other witnesses had said Petras 
ran down New York street to Ohio street, 
had been considered vital. 

“That is weakened now.“ said the chief, 
“A respected citizen of Aurora came to nie 
voluntarily today and said he had run down 
Ohio street at about that hour. He was 
greatly worried over his presence so near 
the time of the killing and did not dare tell me 
until he realized it might come to light later 


and his silence might Involve him. He isen- 


He happened to go 
home on the next car and was running to keep 
warm and get home quickly.

Felter Being Questioned.

He 
wes taken out to the cemetery just as Petras 
was taken late last night, and again the 
tragedy wae reproduced by a couple of police- 
men. Feltner was as undisturbed as Petras. 

Mra. Hollander has obtained permission to 
confront Petras in his cell. The police think 
her gudden appearance may scare the prie- 
oner into making some sort of a statement. 

Petras’ declaration that he walked from 
the street car to his residence in Indiana 
street has found further contradiction. Wal- 
ter Hickman, a passenger on the car, was 
corroborated by the conductor in the state- 
ment that Petras ran back down New York 


over to the police by Martin Dnright, 4 col- 
lector for the Chicaga Telephone company, 
who said he found it in the cemetery, near

Grande received the report with sneers. They 
pointed to their knowledge of many years 
that he guarded against possible serious re- 


The statements that Ben- 
ton was allowed to testify and that the pro- 
coedings were public carried no conviction 
to the men, who assert that their friend was 
murdered. 


Counsel Given to Accused. 

The record of the courtmartial opens with 
the statement that an extraordinary council 
of War was convened at 4:15 o’clock last 
Tuesday afternoon. by Col. Fidel Avila. The 
council convened a court martial of which 
Ma). Jesus Rodriguez was president, assisted 
by four other judges. 

The accused,“ the report gays, was ar- 
reigned, and, having been advised to name 
some one to defend him, Capt. Mariano 
Tames was designated for this purpose and 
wae warned to defend Benton loyally.”

The witnesses against Benton were Maj. 

Banda 
and Farias swore that Benton called on Villa 
Tuesday afternoon at an inopportune mo- 
ment.“ 

Witnerses were with Villa at the time. 
Benton, they said, made complaint of rebel 
depredations on his ranch, Los Remedios, in 
the state of Chihuahua, and asked permis- 
sion to return to it. 


Told to Avoid Mexico... 

Villa replied that it was not desired that 
Benton should return to Mexico because he 
was well known as a sympathizer with 
Huerta, to whom he had given help in many 
ways; giving information of the movement 
of our troops; having intimate relations with 
the ‘red flag’ chiefs [Orozco and Slazar] 
and considering the Constitutionalists as 
rebels and bandits.” 

“ Villa,” continues the report, states that 
because Benton was a foreigner his property 
has not been confiscated, but he must re- 
main out of the country, because he was an 
element destructive of the peace and pros- 
perity of the country. 

“The accused answered in harsh and 
violent terms, and asserted that no human 
power could keep him out of Mexico or 
cause him to desert his property to further 
depredations. 

“Then he said he was as good a man 
as Villa and at the same moment he drew 
a pistol from his hip pocket. But the gen- 
eral was ready and jumped for him and 
struck, and at the same time other persons 
present leaped upon him that he might not 
make an attempt upon the life of Gen.

It will be noted that the stock was issued 
to Marlow on Jan. 9, 1907, and was held 
by him only three months, being transferred 
to Martin on April 10 of the same year. 

“It was in the April election of 1907 that 
Ald. Martin was defeated by Alexander J. 
Burke, a Republican, for reélection to the 
city council. The stock transfer was made 
after election day. 


Voted for Garbage Contract. 

* Martin was in the council from the Fifth 
ward when the garbage contract between the 
city and the Chicago Reduction company 
was made: He voted for it. The contract 
was authorized by the council on July 9, 1906, 
and was signed on behalf of the city on Aug, 
30, 1906, to run for a period of five years. 

“The Reduction company, I believe, was 
formed in the summer or falt of 1906. The 
shares issued to Marlow probably were part 
of the original. block. 


Reviews Garbage Fight. 

From the time of its establishment in the 
ward, the garbage plant ted 4 strong 
antagonism among the people. 

“Three years ago the Hamburg Improve- 
ment association was formed with Mathew 
J. Lamb as president, and it immediately de- 
gan a fight against the renewal of the oon- 
tract with the reduction company. Several 
of the clergy. joined im the movement, eape- 
cially Father Flaherty of Nativity church. 

“Since the agitation was begun, mass 
meetings of protest have been held and dele- 
gations went down to the finance committee 
of the council to protest against any plant 
in the ward. At these meetings Martin, with 
an air of arrogant omnipotence, declared 
that the plant would be banished from the 
ward, 


Votes to Pay $600,000. 

“Then last summer, instead of renewing 
the contract, it was proposed to buy the plant 
on behalf of the city, and an ordinance was 
introduced appropriating $600,000, for that 
purpose. To the astonishment of every one 
Martin, who had pledged himself to drive the 
plant out of the ward, voted not only to keep 
it permanently in the ward but to pay the 
enormous sum of $600,000 for it. He had 
often declared the place was not worth $75,- 
000. It has since been bought by the city for 
$275,000. Martin voted against this. He was 
willing last summer to pay $600,000, but 
fought bitterly when the city had a chance to 
buy it for $275,000. This ie what his record 
shows.”’ 

The statement is signed by William E. Fur- 
bong. 


Martin’s Council Record. 

During the last two years Ald, Martin 
has made a persistent fight against the Chi- 
cago Reduction company. This corporation 
presented a request to the city council in 
December, 1911, asking for an extension of 
its then existing contract with the city with- 
out advertising for bids. Martin opposed 
the granting of this request, both before 
the council and in the committees. ‘ 

He appeared on perhaps twenty occasions 
before the finance committee at the head of 
delegations from his ward, asking that the 
garbage plant be removed. In these delega- 
tions were a number of priests, preachers, 
and women. Miss Mary McDowell, of the 
University of Chi settlement appeared 
a number of times supporting the conten- 
tions of Ald. Martin that the plant was op- 
erated in an Ineanitary manner. 


Insisted on Removal. 
Ald. Martin has presented three or four 
resolutions in the council, all aimed at the 
removal of the reduction plant. He boasted 


| 


repeatedly of attending every session of every 
committee at which the garbage lon was 
discussed. Ald. Martin said he favored any 
plan which would effect the removal of the 
Chicago Reduction company's plant. | 

When the question of the disposal of waste 
was at its height Ald. Martin suggested a 
plant be located at Fortieth avenue and the 
drainage canal. This site also is in his ward, 
but had comparatively few residences in its 
immediate vicinity. | 

On one occasion Ald. Martin said the offi- 
cers of the Chicago Reduction company de- 
sired him to make a trip to Cincinnati, where 
the president of the company lives. Martin 
said he declined to go. At another time, Mar- 


tin said, the officers of the reduction com- | 


pany wanted him to visit a Chicago hotel. 
He intimated he thought the purpose of these 
invitations was to influence him, if possible, 


in favor of the company. 


WORK IN ROGERS PARK FOR 
SHERIDAN ROAD CHANGE. 


Committee Circulates Petition Asking 
North Shore Park District to Sur- 
render Jurisdiction. 


A committee of Rogers Park citizens is cir- 
culating petitions among frontage owners 
along Sheridan road, asking the North Shore 
park district to give control of Sheridan road 
in Rogers Park to the Lincoln park board. 
E. L. Lobdell, president of the Sheridan Road 
Improvement association, says: 

“The north shore park district has been 
dilatory in making improvements. The in- 
action of the commissioners aroused the sen- 
timent from which the present campaign re- 
sulted.” } 

In accordance with the terms of the law 
governing the improvement of Sheridan road, 
the Lincoln park commissioners are au- 
thorized to improve the road piecemeal. 
Efforts are being made all along the north 
shore to have the various portions owned 
by the different towns and park boards 
placed under a unified control and brought 
up to a point of efficiency. In several of the 
north shore towns ordinances are pending, 
and in other places the road has been actu- 
ally surrendered to the Lincoln park board.

SUFFRAGE RULING 


Supreme J ustices Adjourn 
Until April Without De- 
ciding Legality of Law. 


MAY VOTE IN ELECTIONS. 


Opinion Not Considered Probable 
Now Until After Downstate 
Cities Ballot. 


The Illinoie Supreme court adjourned for 
the February term yesterday noon without 
having passed on the constitutionality of the | 
new Illinois woman suffrage act. 

Therefore women will have the legally un- 
questionable right to vote at the aldermanic 
primaries in Chicago on Tuesday at the alder- 
manic elections April 7, and at the township 
elections throughout the state on April 7, 
including the local option elections in more 
than 800 townships. 


Downstate Cities, Too. 
VUnless the high court takes an unprecedent- 
ed courge and announcese a decision against 
the law on the first day of its April term, 
April 14, the same condition of affairs will 
hold as to the downstate city elections and | 
attendant local option contests on April 21. 
Those who have followed the Supreme court 
for years think there will be no decision one 
way or the other until April term opinion 
day,” in the last week of that month. 

Illinois suffrage leaders are well pleased. 
They think that if the final opinion is to be 
unfavorable to their cause the chances would 
have been for an oral opinion now to be 
followed by the formal opinion at the next 
term, because of intense popular interest and 
of public policy which would urge a judgment 
in advance of the highly important eleo- 
tions now imminent. 

Opponents of suffrage, particularly the 
“wet” interests, were correspondingly down- 
cast. 

Women Discuss Primaries. 

The most perplexing political question of 
the hour shall women go to the primaries?”

more women of the Chicago Political Equal- 
ity league in the Elizabethan room of the 
Congress hotel.

“The lack of work is the cause of the gen- 
eral unrest among women,” said Mrs. Mar- 
orte Curry, in speaking on women and in- 
dustry. ‘’ Women must learn to face things 
that look like the truth. They should chal- 
lenge every convention that comes up to 
them and judge it by honest, not convention- 
al, standards. The greatest problems of the 
day—martiage, the feminist movement, the 
civic problems, and the great reform issues 
will not be solved until women work.

Asserting she already has paid $1,200 to 
the law office of Sabath & Levinson on the 
understanding that the political influence 
ef Congressman A. J. Sabath would save 
her boy from a long term in prison, Mrs.

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ARMS TRUST IS FOE 
OF WORLD PEAR. 


Malignant Traffic of the Cosmo- 
politan Capitalist in Whole- 
sale Business of Man Killing Is 
Denounced in England. 


BY J. O. P. BLAND. 

[SPECIAL CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUND.) 

LONDON, Feb. 21.—Apart from the tumult 
and the shouting of the political arena, some 
public men and many private citizens con- 
tinue to draw attention to two questions, con- 
cerning which little authoritative informa- 
tion leaks into the press. 5 

“These are, first, the close and intimate 
connection between cosmopolitan finance 
and the great arms manufacturing industry 
of Europe; and, second, the traffic in honors 
and titles which disgraces the party system 
of government in England. 

The recent abortive attempt ot Krupps to 


obtain control of the Putiloff arms factory 


in Russia—with which episode, rightly or 
wrongly, the firm of Vickers Maxim was 
said to be associated at the outset—has con- 
centrated attention upon the cynically cold 
blooded conditions which govern what may 
be described, without exaggeration, as the 
European arms trust, limited. 

To manufacture ships, cannon, and all the 
instruments for legelized manslaughter, as 
part of a nation’s necessary armaments, is 
one thing; to turn them out as a profitable 
business of denationalised finance, for sale 
to the first or highest bidder, is a nefarious 
and criminal traffic. 


France Properly Indignant. 

The suggestion that German capital should 
control the business of a Russian arms fac- 
tory, which possesses many important mili- 
tary secrets vital to France, naturally 
aroused the indignation of Frenchmen and 
justified the demands of their press that the 
government should intervene to prevent the 
conclusion of any such arrangement.

LONDON, Feb. 11.—Reviewing a volume 
on Fires and Fire-Fighters,"’ by John Ken- 
lon, chief of the New York fire department, 
the London Times says: 

“ We have been told so often that the Brit- 
ish way of doing various things is absurd 
and old fashioned and unscientific, that lec- 
tures on the subject, especially when they 
come from the United States, have ceased 
either to surprise or move us as, perhaps, 
they ought to do. 

“The equanimity with which we bear the 
most shocking disclosures may, however, 
largely be due to the fact that our ridiculous 
methods have a way of producing quite in- 
excusably good results, Whether this is 
the fruit of pome quality in the national 
character—of some peculiar ability to get 
things done, whatever the tools and con- 
ditions may be—or whether it is owing to 
happy combinations of external circum- 
stances, or to pure luck, is a subject on which 
we may all hold individual views. | 

The fact is that, using tools and material 
which appear to invite humilation, we con- 
tinue in a hunderd ways to turn out work- 
manship which better equipped nations per- 
plexedly regard with envy. 


Compares London to New York. 

“ London is a materially larger town than 
New York and Mr. Kenlon considers the or- 
genization of our fire brigade anomalous and 
the physical training of our men haphazard. 
We have nothing to compare with the costly 
high pressure system which New York has 
installed to give its fire force the best possi- 
ble fighting equipment. The narrowness and 
tortuousness of the streets in many quarters 
of London would fairly seem to offset the dis- 
advantages of New York's high buildings, 
and the problem of the protection of Lon- 
don's river front and dock area Mr. Kenlon 
recognizes as having been one of the most 
dificult of solution in the world.’ 

London's fire brigade numbers only 1,374 
men of all ranks, as against New York's 
4,005; and the New York firemen are much 
more highly paid. Yet the annual fire loss 
in London is not a third of that of New York. 
In the last year for which Mr. Kenlon gives 
comparative figures the losses in London 
were $3,045,000 in 4,408 fires, and in New York 
$12,470,000 In 13,868. Measured in proportion 
to population, London has eighty-one fires 
to each 100,000 people and New York has 300. 

Losses as Five to One. 

“ Approximately the game results hold true 
if we compare other large English cities with 
the large cities in the United States. New 
York is the best protected city on the Amer- 
lean continent; but in all the bigger towns the 
fire establishment is on something like New 
York’s sumptuous scale, while the fact that 
*such colossal values are so lightly protected 
as they apparently are in English provincial 
cities,’ moves the New York fire chief to 
‘something akin to amazement.’ It is mar- 
velous,” he says, that disastrous fires are 
not more frequent than they are.“ But the 
per capita fire loss for the Whole of England 
is 52 cents a head, while that for the whole 
of the United States is $2.68, though, lest 
these figures should breed inordinate pride in 
us, it is well to note that the per capital loss 
in Germany is only 20 cents, 

“There are, of course, various reasons 
why the United States enjoys this evil pre- 
eminence. The high buildings count for 
something, though not for nearly as much 
as might be supposed. The fact that wood 
has been from early days the chief building 
material in America counts for more; but 
the sad thing is that in towns in which 
wooden structures have long been elimi- 
nated from within the fre limits the de- 
struction goes on in terrifying proportions. 


Peril of the Immigrant. 
„Another disadvantage which ig felt con- 
spicuously in New York itself and in the 


larger eastern towns is the largé proportion } 


of low class immigrants, among whom ig- 
norance and disorderly ways of life combine 
to make the danger of fire conspicuously 
great. 

“The enforcement of the building laws in 
many American cities is almost criminally 
lax, and doubtless more important than any- 
thing is that recklessness and indifference 
to the wastage of life and property which 
seems inherent in the American character 
and shows itself in innumerable ways. 

“ Chiefly, perhaps, it has been bred of thd 
conditions of the country, in which the lav- 
ishness of nature has tempted to waste and 
prodigality. The people have never known 
the dally need of thrift and care and order- 
liness which has been ground into the peo- 
ples of the older countries; and in the breath- 
leas baste to build themselves into a great 
and prosperous nation habits of reckless- 
ness have become ingrained. 


Prevalence of Arson. 

„Other writers have recently made us ac- 
quainted with the prevalence of arson as 8 
yocation in the United States. The most ap- 
palling fact in Mr. Kenlon's pages is that 
the annua: loss from incendiarism in New 
York is greater than the total fire loss of 
Londen, or about 64.000, 000 a year. ‘ Broadly 
speaking, it is no exaggeration to estimate 
28 per cent of New York fires es certainly of 
incendiary origin’; * firemaking has become 
a ‘regularly accepted calling,’ and a pe- 
cullarly lucrative one , and the stories which 
the fire chief of New York ‘ells to illustrate 
the bruta’ recklessness with which the fire 
bug’ woiks, and the extent to which the 
agents of insurance companies are abettors 
of and accessories to the crime, make truly 

reading.”

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BRITISH HEIR TO TRAVEL. 


King George and Queen Mary 
Planning Foreign Visits for 
Prince of Wales. 


[SPECIAL CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUND.] 
LONDON, Feb. 21.—King George and Queen 
Mary are just now much taken up with ar- 
ranging the various foreign visits planned 
for the Prince of Wales. Three tours are 
at present in contemplation—to Canada, to 
india, to Australia. 

If his royal highness goes to Canada, ft is 
almost certain he will visit the United States. 
The prince wanted to go to Canada last sea- 
son with the Duke of Connaught and then 
pay a private, unofficial visit to the states 
and go from there to India, returning to Eing~- 
land after a tour of Egypt, but neither the 
king nor queen would hear of such an ar- 
rangement. There were difficulties in the 
wey of such a tour, though by no means 
insurmountable. 


Queen’s Wishes to Rule. 

The Prince of Wales, however, is leaving 
the planning of his future movements almost 
altogether in the hands of his parents. His 
travels in the near future will all be mainly 
planned by his father and mother, and it is 
safe to say the queen will finally determine 
the arrangements. The queen's wish is that 
the Prince of Wales and his second brother, 
Prince Albert, shali visit India together, 
either this year or early next year. 

However, there are two objections to 
this plan. One is that Prince Albert would 
not care about going to India to play second 
fiddie to the heir apparent. The Prince of 
Wales is inclined to lord it a bit over his 
younger brother. Prince Albert more than 
any of the others is disposed to resent this. 
It ia quite possible that he would refuse to 
go to India with his brother. But apart from 
this there is the cost of the tour. It would 
probably cost at least $125,000 for the prince 
to visit India, and unless the visit was made 
a state one the greater part of the expense 
would have to be paid from funds that have 
been so carefully saved out of the prince's es- 
tate by the queen. Therefore until the prince 
is 21 it is unlikely that he will visit India, 
and when he does go the visit will most likely 
be of a state character, and little of the ex- 
pense will have to be borne by him. 


Prince May Invest in Canada. 

A tour to Canada or Australia would cost 
far less than a visit to India, for it could 
be undertaken with much less ceremony and 
display, which are the inevitable accompani- 
ment of a royal visit to India. The deter- 
mining factor as regards the prince’s visit- 
ing Canada is likely to be the purchase of 
real estate for the prince in the Dominion, 
which is contemplated by the king. There 
is a considerable sum of money awaiting in- 
vestment for the Prince of Wales, repre- 
senting accumulated funds saved from the 
duchy of Lancaster, which is being admin- 
istered in trust for the prince until he is 21. 

* 
May Seek a Bride, 

In the meantime, however, arrangements 
may have to be made for the prince to visit 
at least two European courts in connection 
with matrimonial arrangements, bat consid- 
erebie secrecy is being preserved in this mat- 


Queen Mary's desire is that befére the 
prince goes on any tour to the colonies the 
question of whom he shall marry shall be 
finally decided, but in this the prince may 
not fall so readily into line with his par- 
ents’ desires. 

It is known that for the present he does 
not wish to have anything definitely settled 
along matrimonial lines. 


EXPOSES AGENTS OF THE CZAR 


Viadimir Bourtzeff, the Russian Revo- 
lutionist, Tells of Anti-Semitic 
Obsessions. 


[SPECIAL CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUN®E.] 
PARIS, Feb. 21.—Viadimir Bourtzeff, the 
Russian revolutionist, who has devoted most 
of his life to exposing agents of the czar and 
who exposed the real role of the notorious spy 
Azeff, talked in an entertaining manner to- 
day in regard to Russia and his own work. 

Bourtzeff was summoned before the correc- 
tional court here last Wednesday to answer 
charges brought by a man named Poznansky 
whom Bourtzeff had denounced as an agent 
provocatur in his revelations of Azeff’s meth- 
ods. The hearing in this case was postponed 
until April 1. 

Bourtzeff said a stronger effort was made in 

Russia to prove a ritual crime against the 
Jews in connection with the murder of young 
Oasskoff, near the vilalge of Fastoff, not far 
from Kieff, than was made even in the Beilis 
case. 
Russia's misfortune,” said Bourtzeff, “is 
haste, for the czar is a sick man who is 
obsessed with anti-Semitism and thinks only 
of finding a crime. The minister of justice, 
who is anxious to satisfy the czar for the sake 
of his own career, recently visited Fastoff 
and made the utmost effort to prove that a 
ritual murder had been committed, although 
the boy was really murdered by bandits. 

More of such charges may be expected 
until a conviction is obtained. I intend within 
two or three weeks to publish documents and 
autograph letters in regard to the Bellis case 
which will give striking proof of the role 
played by the czar’s minister in that affair 
and will lay bare all the secret history of the 


case.

Vice Admiral von Diederichs to 
Give German Version of the 
Manila Bay Incident. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNS.] 

BERLIN, Feb. 21.—Vice Admiral von Die- 
derichs, who commanded the German quad - 
ron during the blockade of Manile bay in the 
‘Spanish-American war, is preparing «a 
lengthy reply to the statements made by Ad- 
miral Dewey in his autobiography in regard 
to the conduct of the German commander at 
that time. 

One of the statements made by Admiral 
Dewey, which seems to have stirred up feel- 
ing here, is that the Americans were com- 
pelled to fire a shot across the bows of the 
German frigate Cormoran tn order to remind 
the German admiral to respect the blockade 
which had been established by the American 
squadron. 


| Reply to Be Made Public. 

Vice Admiral von Diederiche in his reply 
will give his version of the Manila incidents. 
This rejoinder will be made public at the 
end of the next week or within ten days. In 
effect it will be a repetition of the stand 
taken by the German government that the 
actions of Von Diederichs and his officers 
were correct and proper. 

A semi-official note was issued thid after- 
noon giving a stenographic report of the 
words used by the minister of marine. 

According to this report Admiral von 
Tirpitz, replying to a reference by Herr Erz- 
berger, a member of the Centrist party, in 
the reichstag to Admiral Dewey's auto- 
biography, which he alleged contained a 
sharp attack on Admiral von Diedericha, 
sald: 

„ would like to say that Admiral von 
Diederichs, as I have learned from him, has 
planned to make public in the near future a 
very full and most complete report of the 
incidents of that time, which, so far as I 
am informed of his version, will show with 
absolute distinctness and clearness the cor- 
réctness of the actions of Admiral von 
Diederichs and his officers.” 

Count Reventlow, the naval writer, in an 
article in the Tages-Zeitung, tonight wel- 
comes the forthcoming reply of Admiral von 
Diederichs which he thinks will clear up 
the situation. 


Says Facts Would Be Unpleasant. 

Referring to the editorial in the New York 
Sun of Friday on Count Reventlow's Out- 
burst,” which was cabled here, the count 
says the Sun was evidently misied by the in- 
correct report of Admiral von Tirpitz’s re- 
marks in the reichstag. At the same time, 
the writer says he thinks it would be most 
unpleasant for Americans to go into a thor- 
ough discussion of the incidents at Manila 
in 1808. 

Count Reventlow declares that Admiral 
Dewey does not enjoy the highest respect 
everywhere and that even in his own coun- 
try he is particularly known as a man who 
has repeatedly said things which were not 
in the public interest. He says there will be 
no laurels for Admiral Dewey in a thorough 
¢larification of the incidents of Manila bay.

| British Parliament Is Confronted. with 
Many Complex Problems ds Session Opens. 


ONDON, Feb. 11.— There is a general 

recognition of the dangers and diffi- 

culties which beset the government 

of the United Kingdom at the reopen- 

Ing of parliament, and in the main, a 
sincere desire for their peaceful solution by 
reasonable compromise. Seldom has any 
government been confronted by so many 
complex problems and seldom has public 
opinion been brought to so clear a perception 
of the bearing of many of these problems 
upon the immediate everyday aceirs of the 
community. 

From the party politician's point of view 
the session which opened yesterday is des- 
tined to make history of no ordinary import- 
ance, for this is the third session of the 
house of commons under the parliament act. 

All the efforts of the opposition will be 
concentrated upon forcing a. general elec- 
tion before that act becomes the law for the 
land, for the simple reason that if, by any 
means, they can bring about a dissolution, 
the home rule and disestablishment bills 
would have to be introducedafresh and pass 
through another three years of parliament 
act procedure. This is a feature of the situa- 
tion not generally appreciated, which points 


to the certainty of politics at high pressure 


for the next four months,

A general election, even if it returned the 
‘Liberals to power, would rob them of the 
fruits of all theif labors of the last two 
years. It is this consideration which unites 
a ministry, eften divided on minor, ques- 
tiohs, on the determination to pursue its 
unswerving course, despite certain unmis- 
takable symptoms of dissatisfaction im the 
urban constituencies; it is this which com- 
pels the government to hold the coalition to- 
gether at all costs. 

For precisely the same reasons the opposi- 
tion’s one and only aim is to compel a disso- 
lution “before the two great controversial 
bilig make their way onto the statute book. 

If Tue Trisvne's readers keep these facts 
in mind they will find it easier to understand 
not only the strategy of the parliamentary 
leaders but the attitude of the press on both 
sides. They will be able to appreciate, for 
instance, the significance of the latest move 
of the Unionist whips, who have warned 
their agents all through the country to pre- 
pare for a general election in May. 

They will perceive something of the forces 
which have worked beneath the surface of 
cabinet activities to make harmony and a 
eompromise between Mr. Churchill and.

The evil results of this system might con- 
tinue to be tacitly ignored by the politicians 
had not the nation’s pride been wounded by 
the effect of the Marconi affair abroad and 
the disparaging opinion unmistakably ex- 
pressed on the continent In the overseas 
dominions and the United States. 

If, as expected, the committee consists of a 
small number of peers representing both 
sides of the house, if the committee appeals 
to public opinion as dispassionately con- 
cerned in the vindication of the purity and 
honor of national politics, if the proceedings 
are brief and businesslike, it is hardly likely 
the government will decide to stand aloof.

Shorey had put the German professors to 
shame by admitting that he could make mis- 
takes. There were 120 guests at the dinner, 
and they could be described as the brains of 


Germany's acholarship.

Mr. Cooley said that the country district 
school system which is in use in the United 
States was poorer today than it was twenty 
years ago. Denmark, he said, was ahead 
of Germany. This was largely due to the 
establishment of high schools for all the 
country districts. These schools, Mr. Cooley 
said, were open from October to April and 
reached more than 30 per cent of the farm- 
ing population. 

Students who had graduated from these 
schools now held high offices under the gov- 


ernment, especially in the departments of 
finance and commerce, and were practically 
running Denmark. 


DANISH WOMAN IS A SKIPPER. 


World's Only Feminine Master Mari- 
‘ner to Be Given Command in the 
American Service. 


COPENHAGEN, Feb. 21.—Promotion to a 
steamer in the American service has been 
promised to Mrs. Von Bauditz, Denmark's 
only woman sea captain now commanding e 
vessel running between Russia and England. 

Mrs. Von Bauditz, who is the wife of a 
physician, was for a long time interested in 
yachting as a sport, and after passing an 


examination for a master’s license she took 


up the sea asa profession. So adept did she 
prove herself that a local shipping company 
soon gave her command of one of its larg- 
est steamers. 

Capt. Von Bauditz wears a natty uniform 
with square cut coat and skirt of the same 
material. She is the first female captain in 
Denmark, and she claims to be the only real 
feminine master mariner in the world.

FAVORS WORKERS. 


Burden Is Lifted from the Wage 

~ Earners and Rate on the Well 
to Do Is Advanced by Newly 
Enacted Measure, 


| VIENNA, Fob. 21.—After a partiamentary. 
wrangle continuing over a year the new u-. 
come tax bill has been finally passed and the 
Austrian taxpayer finds himself in sympathy 
with the American citizen in figuring out the 
worst that can befall him under the terms of 
the new tax. 

The taxing of incomes ls not a new thing in 
Austria, but the revised system has so many 
new points that it practically will be begin- 
ning ail over again. The new law will ex- 
empt altogether more than half a million of 
the present taxpayers, but will'eo reise the 
rate of taxation all around that an mereaged 
revenue may result. 

The chief improvement is in favor of the 


poor man; the new burdens fall heaviest upon 
the bachelors and persons without children 


| and persons with incomes of more than $2,090 


a year. 
_ Relief for Wage Barner. 

The fight in parliament over the new bill 
was almost entirely upon the amount of the 
minimum annual income liable to taxation. 
Under the old law the tax began upon im- 
comes as small as $240 a rear. The Social 
Democrats, or Socialist. party, urged that it 
. Was a great injustice to subject wage earners 
with such small incomes to the tax, even 
though it amounted to $1.50e year. especially 
in view of the enormous increase which has 
taken place in the cost of living since the 
present scale of income taxation was fixed 
seventeen yearsago. The Socialists demand- 
ed that the minimum income should be fixed 
at $820. A compromise was finally reached 
establishing the minimum income Lieble te 
taxation at $320. 

In addition to the half milion or more tas; 
payers who will escape assessment altogeth< 
er the new law will also. benefit the working 
classes generally since it provides where wife 
and children are working their earnings will 

not be reckoned in with those at the head of 
the family for assessment, except in case the 
wife and children earn more than $820 a year. 


Wealthier Classes Pay More. 

An instance of the increases which will 
affect the wealthier classes may be studied 
in the case of a merchapt with an income of 
$10,000 now paying a tax amounting to $352. 
The new law puts him. up to $421, and if he 
happens to be a bachelor he must pay $480, 
an increase of 40 per cent on his former taxes.

ENOWLEDGE AND EDUCATION. 

One of the wisest of writing men, Samuel 
Butler, the author of “The Way of All 
FPilesh,” says:: Knowledge is power’; 


— 


There is nothing less powerful than knowl- 
edge unattached and incapable of applica- 


harm. I do not know much, but if I knew 
m good deal less than that little, I should 
be far more powerful.” . 

The value of this observation is derived 
less from the fact that the possession of 
unused knowledge is undesirable—although 
that is truth—than from the fact that the 
mcquisition of useless knowledge involves 
@o great a waste of time and effort. 

It is fortunate for us all that the posses- 
sion of knowledge which we do not find 
practical is not permanent. The memory 


remains permanently or for a considerable 
fin some degree to weaken us, to make us less 


men cast off this useless knowledge and 
act under the instincts and simpler laws 


which are the real masters of humanlifeand 


destiny. Yet who can say how much harm 
is done by useless knowledge day in and day 
out, in the many issues of life which do not 
arouse us to supreme effort, and how much 


‘energized, who are by nature and habit 
complicated and meticulous? = —_ 

Yet the injury of unpractical knowledge 
lies even more in the getting than in the 
that a serious criticism may be brought 


tthe technical sense. Who of us who locke

of knowledge: “The rule should be never 
to learn a thing till one is pretty sure one 
wants it, or that one will want it before 


without it. That is what sensible people 
do about money, and theré is no reason why 
people should throw away their time and 
trouble more than their money. There are 
plenty of things that most boys would give 
their eats to know—these, and these only, 
are the proper things for them to sharpen 
their wits upon.” 

The old fashioned notion, which still gur 
vives in our school boards and among our 
“hard headed business men who fre- 
quently express their scorn of “ fads and 
frills ”’-——-namely: that knowledge can be 
thwacked or bullied into a boy or girl—is as 
unpractical as that of the theorist who 
thinks whatever a child can be induced to 
study from the best books is real knowledge, 
regardless of his need for it or his ability to 
make use of it. 

When we get rid of our conventional fal- 
lacies concerning knowledge, culture, educa- 
tion, when we get rid of intellectual snob- 
bishness, we shall see how wasteful our 
educational practice is and we shall wel- 
come vocational instruction, not as means of 
getting on in the world, or a preparation for 
making a living merely, but also as a process 
of acquiring real knowledge and real cul- 
ture.

The number of la- 
bor laws, however, that have been put upon 
the statute books in this country in the last 
few years shows that we are waking up to 
the need of a constructive, positive program 
in dealing with the problems of industry. 


THE EARLIEST ART. 

It may help some agitated protestants 
against the tango to read Havelock Ellis on 
„The Philosophy of Dancing in the current 
Atlantic. | 

“To realize what dancing means for man- 
kind,” says Dr, Ellis, we must survey the 
whole sweep of human life, both at its high- 
est and at its deepest moments,” 

“If we are indifferent to the art of din- 
eing.“ he declares, “ we have failed to under- 


stand not merely the supreme manifestation | 


of physical life but also the supreme symbol 
of spiritual life.” 

Dancing came first of all the arts and has 
an earlier origin than man, according to this 
student, who finds that its significance lies 
in the fact that it is simply an intimate con- 
crete appeal of that general rhythm which 
marks all the physical and spiritual mani- 
festations of life. 

Thus dancing is the primitive expression 
of religion and of love. And as an ex- 
pression of the former it is by no means con- 
fined to primitive stages. Dancing was a 
regular part of religious services as late as 
the eighteenth century, and even today in 
Majorca a dance is part of the celebration 
of the festival of St. Roch, 

The tango, however, it must be admitted, 
is not an expression of religious emotion, 
though it seems to have taken the place of 
churchgoing in some quarters. It is as a 
worldly pastime that it meets with the ob- 
jections of moralists, amateur and profes- 
sional. vet even here Dr. Ellis probably 
would find something to be said in its behalf, 
for in discussing the most perfect develop- 
ment of the erotic dance which appeared 
in Spain among all classes in the eighteenth 
century he says: The church tacitly en- 
couraged it, as an Aragonese canon told 
Baretti [Samuel Johnson's friend, an Ital- 
lau traveler and critic] in 1770, in epite of 
its occasional indecorum, as a useful safety 
valve for the emotions.” 

This is an interesting point of view. It 
is founded, we believe, on a deeper know!l- 
edge of human nature than some reformers 
possess who think that when the expression 
of a natural instinct takes an excessive form 
the way to correct the consequent evil is to 
abolish the instinct—by ordinance or other 
neat and easy device. ud Rie 

Rhythm, which is the soul of the dance, 
is, as Dr. Ellis suggests, perhaps the deep- 
est fact of our physical being. The response 
to it is universal and imperative. It is more 
than the soul of dancing. It may be called 
the soul of all the fine arts, and the character 
of a whole people may be discernible in its 
rhythm. A Strauss waltz is worth a volume 
of erudition on the Viennese; a song of boat 
men on the Volga epitomizes centuriesof life 
among the Slayic people. 

So the response of Americans of our gen- 
eration to “rag time” and the dancer to 
syncopated mosic may be more significant 
of what we are than we suspect.

MENTAL HYGIENE. 


HE following is abstracted from a les 
ture given thesanitary officers of New 
York by Dr. McMillan of the United 
States public health service: 

“The efficiency of the nation de- 


pends upon the efficiency of the individual 


units of which itis composed. The efficiency 
of an individual is in direct proportion to the 
quality and health of his brain and nervous 
system. The quality and health of these 
brains depend upon: | 

“1. The kind of brains that are born 
within the United States. 

“2. The kind of brains that migrate to 
this country from other lands; and, 

“3. Upon the interaction of these brains 
and the environment.” 


„ 


Improvement in mental health depends 


upon a knowledge of the causes which pro- 
duce mental disease and mental defect, and 
the application of means which will bring 
about in whole or part the eradication of 
these conditions of ill health, 

It has been repeatedly observed that men- 
tal disease and mental deficiency depend in 
a great measure (50 to 70 per cent of cases) 
upon the mental capital, so to speak, which 
has been handed down from both parents. 

Parents afflicted with mental deficiency, 
various forms of insanity, and mild forms of 
mental disease will in many instances truns- 
mit the same or similar maladies to their 
children. 

In the developing fetus the brain, instead 
of growing in a regular and systematic man- 
ner, according to definite rule, ceases to 
grow with accustomed regularity. The 
brain development is arrested at various 
stages aud results in various degrees of men- 
tal deficiency, which deficiency after birth 
becomes more obvious as body growth pro- 
ceeds, 

In some cases the inherent mental charac- 
teristics or lack of characteristics do not 
show themselves until later on in the life of 
the offspring. Mental disorders then come 
to light and show themselves by the gradual 
or sudden onset of peculiarities in thinking, 
feeling, and behavior. 

In this way are produced the various 
grades of mental defectives and individuals 
with mental anomalies. 

The real cause here is defective or ab- 
norma! germ material which has been passed 
from the parent or through the parent to 
the child. 

~~ 

In many of these cases, according to Tred- 
gold and other observers, there is a definite 
brain picture consisting in a diminution in 
the number of brain cells, imperfect devel- 
opment of these cells, and an irregular ar- 
rangement of them. 

Other causes, perhaps less important, 
which produce mental abnormality must be 
mentioned in discussing the causation of 
these conditions. 

Mental and physical ill health of the par- 
ents at the time of conception, mental and 
physical disease of the mother during the 
nine months of gestation, injuries ta the 
child in the uterus or at birth, traumatism 


and infectious diseases, especially scarlet ~ 


fever, meningitis, influenza, and convel- 
sions, during early childhood—all play a 
part in producing a deleterious effect npon 
the nervous system in which the mind fre- 
quently suffers. 

These conditions of arrested mental devel- 
opment which have existed from uterine life 
or from early childhood are designated hy 
the names of idiocy, imbecility, and feeble- 
mindedness. 


— 

During the growth of the child environ- 
mental conditions play a part sometimes 
large, sometimes small, in the production of 
mental disorders. 

The quantity or quality of work, rest, 
sickness, exercise, food, privation, recrea- 
tion, schooling, responsibilities, habits, home 
life, advice, example—all are either helpers 
or deterrents to mental breakdowns. 

At times these agencies may be pre dis- 
posing causes. They form a soil or prepare 
the individual for a mental breakdown which 
may occur at a later time on the advent of 
an exciting agent. 

— 

In other instances these environmental 
conditions may become the exciting causes 
and precipitate an attack of mental disease. 
This is especially true when the soffis pre- 
pared by heredity; that is, when the parents 
or grandparents have suffered from nervous 
or mental disease. 

Again, environmental conditions may be 
go grave that they will not only prepare the 
way for a mental upset but they will actu- 
ally precipitate it. 

This, I think, is the case in many of the 
newly arrived immigrants, who would never 
have bad a mental breakdown had they re- 
mained at home. 


- 

There are certain epochs in the life of an 
individual when mental disease, in those pre- 
disposed, is likely to occur. These danger: 
periods are, for women, the onset of woman- 
hood, pregnancy, childbirth, and the end of 
the child bearing period; for men, the mid- 
period of life, between 35 and 50, is a period 
of especial danger. It is during this time in 
man that stress and strain are so keenly felt. 


~ 

As life proceeds deteriorations and per- 

versions come into the life of the mental un- 

fortunate. He is unable to adjust himself 

to his environment; he comes in conflict with 

society and society pronounces him as one 
of unsound mind and calls him “ insane.” 


Dementia isa form of insanity. When the 
mental faculties become permanently im- 
paired a condition of dementia is said to 
exist. Dementia that begins early in life, 
generally between the fifteenth and thirty- 
fifth years, is said to be a precocious demen- 
tia, or dementia precox. |

Other dementias are caused by the unfa- 

vorable action of alcohol and other poisons 

upon the brad.

Dementia is also caused by direct injuries | 


to the brain, by the impairment of the circu- 
lation to the brain, and also by the occur- 
rence of growths and tissue formations 
within the brain substance. 

In paranoia and paranoid states the pa- 
tient is full of false ideas and false beliefs 
which tend to grow into a system, and he 
‘shows little if any mental deterioration. In 
hysterical conditions there are abnormal 
mental states which easily produce physical 
symptoms. Epilepsy is a chronic physico- 
mental disease characterized by attacks of 
unconsciousness with or without convul- 
sions. 


Other kinds of insanity are not necessarily | 


permanent. Their period of duration varies 
from a few days to a year or two. Some in- 


sanities are caused by a disordered brain, 
brought about by the poisonous effects of | 


alcohol, drugs, or other toxic substances. 
Mental upsets are also caused by poisons 


elaborated within the patient’s own body 


as a result of infectious disease of various 
kinds, or of improper or ill-digested food, or 
of poor hygienic surroundings. 


~~ 

Finally, there is that large class of cases, 
the maniac-depressive group. These cases 
are strongly hereditary and literally riddle 
families. In this form a person is suddenly 
seized with an attack of mania, or an at- 
tack of depression, or a mixture of symp- 
toms, The attack varies from a few days 
to a year or more. 

— 

In connection with the border line types 
of mental disease, and more especially de- 
mentia precox, mental habits are important 
considerations. Incorrect habits of thought 
and feeling and false modes of living often 
make life uncomfortable and tedious and in 
some cases actually bring about a mental 
attack. 


_ 

Every individual has in the course of his 
life many trials and tribulations. He is the 
possessor of uncomfortable feelings, secret 
thoughts, ardent desires, and internal mental 
conflicts. 

From time to time the average normalin. 
dividual brings these affairs into clear con- 
sciousness and disposes of them. Worries 
and anxieties are brought from the dark cur- 
ners of the mind, are carefully considered, 
and then placed where they belong, a cer- 
tain amount of weight or importance being 
given to each annoyance. 

Another means of getting the better of 
one’s troubles is to forget them, to banish 
them to the land of nothingness. Interest 
in others and in other things lessens the 
importance of any trial and conflict, no mat- 
ter how serious these may seem at first. 

Some use the healthy means of unburden- 
ing themselves; they tell a sympathetic 
listener their troubles, and in this way their 
sorrow drops into comparative insignificance 
= they emerge victoriously from the com- 

* 

The mental unfortunate, however, is often 
unable to throw off his troubles. His secret 
desires or thoughts get the better of him; he 
is unable to put them aside. His faculty to 
balance and equalize mental events is not 
sufficiently powerful, and finally, perhaps, 
after a long warfare, his ideas and secret 
longings burst forth in the shape of false 
beliefs (delusions), or he imagines that he 
hears voices, or that he sees strange things 
(hallucinations). Thus he becomes insane. 


~~ 

One who has formed the bad mental habit 
of looking for slights from others, who is 
constantly looking for offense when there 
is none, later may, in the absence of bal- 
ancing factors, become the victim of perse- 
cutory delusions—that is, he imagines that 
he is persecuted by others. 

Increasingly ardent desires which have 
been unchecked, and which have not been 
properly analyzed by their possessors, may 
come to the surface at a later time in the 
form of false beliefs. 

Again, an active individual who is capa- 
ble of doing a large amount of work may not 
know, from faulty thinking, when his dan- 
ger line of hard work has been reached. He 
does not know his real strength; he overdoes 
himself and brings on a mental breakdown.

It is thus seen that bad habits of thinking 
pass insensibly into actual mental disease. 
Suspiciousness, sensitiveness, seclusiveness, 
brooding, anxiety, fear, fretting, overwork, 
overexcitement, despondency, etc., if un- 
checked or uninterfered with, may run riot 
and bring their possessor to mental wreck. 
age.

In the education of the child, the lack of

The county treasurer’s office will supply you with 
information as to the amount of these taxes and 
whether or not the property has been sold for 
their nonpayment. An outstanding tax title is 
a ien against your property and it ie advisable 
tor you to buy it in or to start suit to have it 
deciared invalid. In any event it will be nec- 
eseary for you to pay the amount which the 
holder of the tax title has advanced, together 
with proper interest and costs. So far as we 
can judge from your brief statement of this eit- 
vation, the man from whom you purchased the 
house should bear any loss in this regard. Un- 
less you are able to make a proper settlement 
of this matter we advise you to place it in the 


„ hands of an attorney.

But it is not only the Japanese who permit 
marriages by proxy. Such unions are rec- 
ognized by several countries in Europe. Thus, 
the widowed ex-queen of Naples, sister of 
the late empress of Austria, and who makes 
her home in Paris, was married by proxy in 
180% at Munich. Nor was it until four weeks 
later that she first set ¢yes, on landing at 
the Italian seaport of Bari, upon Francis 
II. king of Naples, who was already in law 
her husband. 

In the same way the late Queen Pia of 
Portugal, grandmother of ex- King Manuel, 
was married in September, 1862, at Turin, by 

proxy, in the presence of her father, King 
Victor Emmanuel II, and arrived only a 
month later, at Lisbon, where she was wel- 
comed on landing by King Luis, who was 
already her husband, but whom she had 
never seen in her life before until that mo- 
ment.

Last year Quuen Wilhelmina of Holland 
signed papers which enabled Marie Vander- 
veer, a teacher of one of the high schools at 
The Hague, to marry, in that city, by proxy, 
William F. Dumoulin, a Dutchman in the 
automobile business at Detroit, Mich., and 
who, being unable to return to Holland for 
the ceremony, had deputized his friend, Hen- 
Arik Kneifert, a resident of The Hague, to 
act there as his proxy. 

Miss Vanderveer, thus married, arrived in 
the United States, not as an engaged woman, 
but as a bride, and was met on her arrival 
in New York by Mr. Dumoulin, already her 
husband, and with whom she now makes 
her home at Detroit. Nor were there any 
objections made to her admission by the im- 
migration authorities at Elliis island. 

Marriages by proxy are quite frequent 
among military officers and civilian officials 
on duty in the Dutch Indies, who, unable to 
return home to wed, delegate a friend or 
relative to act as proxy in the wedding cere- 
mony in Holland, the bride then making 
the journey out to Java, not as fiancée, but 
as a married woman. In each instance, how- 
ever, Queen Wilhelmina’s written sanction 
has to be obtained for a marriage of this kind. 

Lord Tankerville, who has an American 
wife in the person of Miss Leonora Van Mar- 
ter of New York, and whose eldest son, young 


Lord Ossulston, now 17 years of age, was 
for a time at school in Boston, has just 
presented to the Royal Zoological gardens in 
London a pair of his wonderful white wild 
cattle, on receipt of a pledge from the so- 
ciety that it would not dispose of the ani- 
mals or of any progeny that they might have 
These white cattle form a herd that is ab- 
solutely unique, and have been inclosed in 
the huge park around Lord Tankerville’s 
castie of Chillingham, in Northumberland, 
since the beginning of the thirteenth cen- 
tury, and probably even still longer. They 
are the only survivors of the wild cattle 
which roamed throughout Britain in the days 
of Julius Cesar, 2,000 years ago, and have 
been kept during all these hundreds ot years 
of seclusion in Chillingham park, rigorously 
free from any intermixture with alien blood, 
Nor is there any record of the herd in Chil- 
lingham park ever having given birth to any 
black calf, 
, The cattle are small, with straight backs, 
rough and curly coats, and upwardly di- 
rected horns. The insides of the ears and 
the muazzies are red, while the hoofs and 
tips of the horns are symmetrically marked 
with black. They are exceedingly fierce and 
wild, keep themselves in the remote portions 
of the park, as far distant as possible from 
the castle, and have resisted all efforts to 
tame them, even in ever so slight a degree.

Every now and then the herd has to be 
thinned out by shooting, and the shooting 
parties for this purpose, given by the Baris 
of Tankerville, have always proved extreme- 
ly exciting. Thus, during the lifetime of the 
late Lord Tankerville, King Edward, then 
Prince of Wales, narrowly escaped losing his 
life through a charge vf one of the wild bulls 
while out shooting at Chillingham castle.

viceroy of Ireland, a cowpuncher and 
rancher in north Wyoming, where he was 
on terms of intimacy with Theodore Roose- 


velt afterwards; a fellow evangelist of Moody 


and Sankey, eventually taking the latter's 
place in Moody's party, and singing the 
hymns, and has conducted a number of re- 
vival meetings on both sides of the Atlantic.

WAR ON TOBACCO TRUST. 


Invasion of Germany by Anglo- 
American Interests Brings 
Threats of Prosecution. 


BERLIN, Feb. 21.—A drastic anti-trust 
remedy by which promoters and members of 
trusts and syndicates not favored by the 
government may be sent to prison for two 
years without the option of a fine has been 
revealed in the course of the campaign 
against the Anglo-American tobacco inter- 
ests in Germany. 

The foreign company, which some time ago 
invaded the German cigaret industry has 
gained control of a large number of leading 
factories and established such a chain of 
retail stores that independent manufactur- 
ers and dealers in Germany united in a 
general protective league and appealed to the 
government for assistance... 

Simultaneous searches were instituted in 
the premises of more than thirty firms in 
Saxony and Bavaria known or, suspected to 
be connected with the Anglo-American trust. 
and all suspicions correspondence, agfee- 
ments, and contracts were seized. 


Secret Association Makes Complaint. 

Proceedings were taken upon complaint of 
a secret association, lodged under sections of 
the general penal code dealing with political 
societies and never before conceived as ap- 
plicable to business affairs.

AS THE SAHARA. 


Desert 2,000 Miles Long and 
Only 80 Wide Borders South 
America South of Ecuador— 
Sandhills Bury the Rails,

PAITA, Peru, Jan. 26.—[Special.]—J am 850 

miles south of Panama, on the northern edge 
of the great South American desert. My last 
letter was dated in the jungles of the Boua- 
doran tropics, This comes from a country 
as dry ae any part of the Sahara. | 

The coast about me ls all sand and rock and 
the Andes mountains, which Me close behind, 
are as sterile as the dryest part of our great 
western plateau. The first port after leaving 
Guayaquil is Tumbez. It belongs to Peru, but 
it lies just over the Bcuadoran line and is an 
oasis of green. 

Beyond Tumbez the desert begins, and it 
extends from there southward down the 
western coast of the continent for a distance 
as long as that between the Atlantic ocean 
and the Great Sait lake. Ite length is 2,000 
miles. It borders the whole of Peru and 
takes up ali northern Chile, extending almost 
to Valparaiso. In no place is it more than 
eighty miles wide, and yet it is 2,000 miles 
long. At its eastern edge it is lost in the 
Andes, which are without vegetation clear to 
their top, where the rocks are lost in the 
snow. 


Moisture Left East of Andes. 

This desert is shut in between the ocean 
and the great wall of the Andes. Those moun- 
tains rise almost precipitously from this long 
coastal plain and they are among the highest 
on the earth. They are so high and so cold 
that they squeéze the rain out of the winds 
from the east that bring all the moisture, 
and it flows down their eastern slopes. 

The winds here all come from over the 
mountains, but the water has been squeezed 
out of them on their way, and when they flow 
Gown the western slopes of the Andes they 
are as dry as a bone. Their load has already 
been dropped. It has covered eastern South 
America with tropical verdure. It has filled 
the valleys of the Amazon and the Parena 
with the greatest water supply known to 
man, and has made the larger part of thie 
continent bloom like a garden. 

On the side of the Andes, in this strip of 
2,000 miles, about the only water comes from 
the melting snows on the tops of the moun- 
tains. It seldom rains. Paita has not had to 
use an umbrella for the last twenty-two 
years, and waterproof coats and rubber boots 
would be ea drug in the market anywhere 
from below Tumbes to far beyond Antofa- 
gasta. 

Indeed, the only fertile regions of the desert 
are where the snow fed rivers from the moun- 
tains cross it and flow out to the sea. There 
are fifty-five such streams along the coast of 
Peru, and the cultivable territory watered by 
them has an area of 1,500,000 acres. 


Much Land Already Irrigated. 

Two-fifths of this is irrigated and already 
in use, and it produces some of the finest 
crops of the world. It is at present the most 
important part of Peru; it feeds most of the 
people and supplies a vast deal of exports. 
The government is now considering the 
further development of this region. 

One of the richest of these desert valleysis 
that of Piura, which is not far from Paita. 
Here the lands are irrigated by the Piura 
river, and they grow great quantities of 
cotton, sugar cane, and grain, as well as every 
kind of fruit that we have in California. There 
are oases along every stream between here 
and Callao, and Lima is the product of the 
Rimac, which gathers the snows of the Andes 
and spreads them in the shape of water out 
over the plains. 

I am writing thie letter at Paita, the port 
for the Piura oasis. It is a desert city, with 
streets of sand and one and two story houses 
made of a framework of wood poles and bam- 
boo canes, over which Is spread a mixture of 
sand and mud that dazzles one’s eyes. In- 
deed, most of the houses are of mud and fish- 
ing poles smoothed down with stucco. Their 
walls are painted all the colors of the rain- 
bow. 

The custom house, where I stopped when I 
came to the wharf, ie bright green, and when 
I passed through the plaza behind I faced a 
big church of sky blue surrounded by build- 
ings some of which were as yellow as gold. 


Drinking Water Peddled. 

There is no water to be seen outside that 
of the ocean, and much of the drinking supply 
is peddled about upon donkeys in ten gallon 
kegs from house to house. 

Notwithstanding all this, Paita is the chief 
port of northern Peru, and it promises to 
grow fast when the canal is completed, It 
will certainly need some sanitation before it 
can be made a safe port for our great water- 
way. Just now the town swarms with fleas. 
It has hed bubonic plague in the past, and its 
buildings are such that they would form 1 
paradise for the plague carrying rats. 

Near the custom house a large warehouse 
is now going up. The building already hes 
the form of a framework of poles, upon which 
they are tacking canes of split bamboo, It 
rests on the ground and the rats will be able 
to climb up the walls as on a ladder. 

The streets here are not paved, and the 
sidewalks are mostly of wood. However, the 
air is so dry that outside the bubonic plague, 
which has now disappeared, the region is 
exceedingly healthy, and as far as I know 
yellow fever has never been known. 


Town Without Bad Odors. 

During my stay here today I have tramped 
through every part of the town, visiting the 
main streets and slums, and have not had 
one offensive smell greet my nostrils. There 
are no bad odors in the desert. In this dry 
air flesh does not rot, and you could leave 
a dead chicken for a week in the street, and 
if the vultures would let it lie there it would 
not emit an odor.

that has preserved the mummies of Peru, 
like those of Egypt. There are many ruined 
cities of the Indians scattered over the des- 
ert, and from some ot them mummies have 
been dug which look almost as new as when 
they were buried. They were usually cured 
in a sitting F 
tied up with string. 

During my last yisit to Peru I visited * 
number of cities from which such mummies 
have been dug, and near them saw piles of 
skulls from ten to fifteen feet in height. 
Nothing seems to decay in the desert, and 
there are long lines of skeletons of animals 
scattered here and there over the sand. 


Crescent Shaped Moving Mounds, 

I find the desert of Peru wonderfully in- 
teresting. Parts of it are rocky, like much 
of the Sahara, and many parts of it have 
as fine sand as that which surrounds the 
pyramids on the banks of the Nile. In some 
places the sand gathers in drifts or great 
mounds, and these mounds are moved along 
by the winds. The mounds are in the shape 
of a crescent. 

They are made of millions of millions of 
little grains of sand not as large as a mus- 


top of the crescent. These sand mounds 
travel always in the direction of the winds, 
which are here toward the north. They 
climb over the hills and make their way 
through the valleys. They will not stop for 
roads or railroads, and they are the terror 
of the civil engineer. 

Some of the railways that cross the desert 
have been swallowed up by them again and 
again, and it is impossible to keep them back 
by such arrangements as our snow sheds or 
fences. They have to be shoveled out for 
the trains to pass, and the track be relaid 
until they have gone on. 


Fertile Valley Near. 

I have spoken of Paita as a port that will 
furnish business for the Panama canal. The 
town has a railroad to the Piura valley, 
which is about sixty miles inland, and I am 
tojd that this road might be extended a die- 
tance of 400 miles over the Andes and con- 
nect with the Maranon river, one of the 
great tributaries of the Amazon. This ex- 
tension would put Paita in close connection 
with the upper Amazon valley; it would 
bring one of the most fertile parts of South 
America right at her door, and make it a 
feeder for the Panama canal. 

As it is now, the Piura valley promises to 
furnish a big export of cotton. It is there 
that grows the famous native cotton of Peru, 
a cotton which brings 6 or 7 cents a pound 
more in our markets than that we raise in 
America. The native Peruvian cotton is 
sometimes called vegetable wool. It has 8 
long fiber and it is like wool in its texture. 
We use it to mix with wool for the making 
of hats, hosiery, and underwear. It is said 
to give the cloth a finer luster and to render 
it less liable to shrink. 


Home of Cotton Plant. 

Indeed, this land seems to be the home of 
the cotton plant. It was growing here when 
Pizarro came, and he found cotton cloth in 
the tombs of people who lived log before 
the Incas. The native cotton grows on a 
tree which will continue to yield for twenty 
years after planting. It is usually at its best 
at three years, and after that it begins to 
decline. The common method of planting 
is to put the seeds in the ground with a stick, 
and let the trees reach a height of six or 
eight feet. After that they are cut back 
from year to year in order that the crop may 
be the more easily gathered. 

On other plantations a single sowing is 
allowed to do for several annual crops. The 
cotton begins to ripen about ten months 
after it is planted, and the principal yield is 
obtained when the plants are twenty months 
old. 

At present the cotton exports of Pern 
amount to something like 100,000 bales year- 
ly. About 12,000 bales are consumed at home. 
There are seven cotton factories scattered 
here and there over the country. 


FERTILIZER FROM THE AIR, 


Col. Mulberry Sellers Overlooked a 
Bet When He Passed Up Water 
Falls of Iceland. 


COPENHAGEN, Feb. 21—An English 
company is planning to harness Dettifoss, 
one of the largest water falls in Iceland, with 
the plan of turning its estimated 410,000 horse 
power into an agency to extract fertilizer 
from the atmosphere. 

The engineers estimate that the falls will 
develop more power than the works at Har- 
dangerfjord and Odda in Norway. The en- 
gineers say they will have no difficulty in 
producing calcareous saltpeter fertilizer 
from the alr. 

The electric power will be transmitted to 
a nearby port, where fine shipping facilities 
exist and where factories for the production 
of the fertilizer will be built.

Theater of Syracuse, Built in the Fifth 
Century B. G.,. 59 He Heane 66 
Revives, 


ROMB, Feb. . Te #' success of the Greek 
tragedies given in the antique open air thea- 
ter at Fiesole, near Florence, and their repe- 
tition in Rome at the stadium, has led to the 
still more ambitious project of giving Greek 
Helenic representations at the Greek theater 
at Syracuse, more than 2,400 years old. 

Prof. Ettore Ramagnoli, ‘who has spent his 
life translating the Greek tragedies into Ital- 
lan, has been intrusted with a new translation 
for the occasion of “Agamemnon,” the first 
part of Atschylus’ trilogy, and the staging of 
it. The costumes are all to be taken from the 
figures on Greek vases of the time and which 
actually represent the character in the trag- 
edy. 

8 for the scenery, little or nothing will 
to be done to have the complete illusion 
of the city of Mycene. The theater of Syra- 
cuse was the largest, after those of Met 
and Megalopolis, known, to the ancient 
Greeks, and was erected time in the fifth 
century, B. C. It was hewn out of the solid 
rock and is nearly semi-circular in form, 
forty-six of the original sixty-one tiers of 
seats still being in existence. 

Some of the tiers were divided into com- 

nts, the Greek inscriptions showing 
the names of their owners being still legible, 
and as many of them were feminine, this is 
indirect evidence that at Syracuse, at least, 
the theater was frequented by women, al- 
though it is denied by most historians. 

Nature has always combined to render this 
theater a thing of beauty. All about it are 
orange and lemon groves, with their gold and 
yellow fruits, above is Mount Temenites, cir- 
cled by the blue Ionian sea, while to the south 
opens the Temple of Jove. Amid such sur- 
roundings the lovers of Greek art and litera- 
ture will welcome the return of Machytus to 

the city of his adoption this spring.

CHICAGO. Feb. 21.—Hog market was given 
strong support by eastern shippers and smal! local 
packers and fresh receipts of 11,500 head were 
closely taken at an advance of 5@10c from Friday's 
prices. Big packers refused to follow the apyre- 
elation, Armour 4 Co., Morris, and Hammond 
staying out of the trade altogether, while the other 
big killers waited until late in the session, when 
a little easing off in prices enabled them to get 
cheap offerings. Armour had 700 hogs direct from 
an outside point. Shippers were credited with 
purchases of 6,000 head, and the small packers 
bought liberal droves, reducing the stale supply 
on hand to less than 3.800 head.

Every Day Problems of Baseball 


Explained for Inquisitive Fans. 


BY I. E. SANBORN. 

NE of the standing jokes is the ball 
players’ idea that the batsman must 
step out of his box at the piate, after 
hitting a foul which is not captured, 
so as to give the base runner or run- 

ners time to get back to the,bags from which 
they started when the ball was hit. It is not 
done through force of habit, but from a +l 
defined idea that it is a necessity. When 
a bateman falls to step ut of his box you 
will hear the coacher warn him to get out, 
yet the veteran coacher is supposed to know 
a lot of baseball. 

There is absolutely no reason why a bats- 
man should get out Of position after a foul 
ball. His doing so, or failing to do so, has 


4 absolutely no effect on the base runner. Pliy 


is suspended anyway every time a foul ball 
is hit and not caught. If a foul fly is caught, 
of course, the ball continues in play, but if it 
ig not caught there is no possible way to 
make any kind of a play until the ball, or an 
alternate ball, is in the pitcher's hands and 
the pitcher is in position to pitch again. More- 
over, it is technically necessary for the um- 
pire to call play each time after the ball 
is put out of play in any way. This forme). 
ity is not closely observed, but in case a 
tangle arises the umpire is sole judge of 
when play shall be resumed. If any one is 
inclined to doubt this statement regard ng 
foul balls, a perusal of rule 36 should remove 
the doubt. 
oe 

Many a dispute has arisen over this point. 
It seems to be the generai belief that, unless 
the batsman gets out of his box, the opposing 
team can hustle a foul dall back to the 
pitcher, who by getting into position can 
put the ball in play automatically and then 
throw to a base in time to put out a runner 
who is slow in returning to his base. There 
ig nothing at all to this. Section 1 of rule 55 
gives the runner the right to return to his 
base after an uncaught foul “ without Liabil- 
ity to be put out.“ There is no exception to 
that rule and nowhere in the code is there 
any way to put a runner out ona play which 
involves a foul ball that is not caught on the 
Hy. Play simply stops until the runner goes 
back to his base, and there is no limit to the 
time he may take in getting back. 

Really, it would be foxy for the batsman 
to stay in his box after a foul, for if the 
pitcher does not wait for the runner, or run- 
ners, to go back before be delivers the ball, 
most umpires will penalize the pitcher by 
permitting the runners to advance from 
wherever they happen to be when the ball 
is pitched, exempting them from the neces- 
sity of retouching their bases in such cases. 
It is best to know that your umpire knows 
the rules, however, before attempting such 
a trick. Too many prairie umpires are under 
the impression the bal) is not out of play 
unless the batsman is out of position. 

_ 

There are several other ways in which the 
ball is put out of play automatically, and 
in all of them it is technically necessary for 
the umpire to announce when the ball is in 
play again. Play ceases when a batsman is 
called out for stepping out of his box to hit 
a ball illegally; when the bateman is hit bya 
pitched ball; when a balk is declared; when- 
ever a player is called out for interference 
of any kind; or when a fair hit ball strikes 
4 base runner or an umpire before being 
touched by a fielder. After any of these 
things qapur en the 4 field no play pan be mete 


until the pitcher has the bal: in position and 
the umpire calls play.“ 

If the umpire calls a balk, for instance, and 
the batsman hits the ball over the fence it 
cannot count, because the declaration of a 
balk puts the ball instantly out of play. In 
the same way no baserunner can be thrown 
out after a balk has been declared. Many 
confuse a ball not in play with a dead 
ball and so get tangled up in reading the 
rules. A dead ball always is one that 
hits the batsman. That puts the ball out 
of play, but a ball out of play is not neces- 
sarily a dead ball. 

~ 

In the matter of compulsory returning to 
bases confusion often arises over a foul tip, 
Because a runner must go beck or run the 
chance of being doubled tp when the ordi- 
nary foul is caught on the fly, many argue 
that the runner gan be doubled up if he does 
not go back after a foultip Before proceed. 
ing farther it may be well to mention that a4 
foul tip always is caught. If it isn't caught 
it isn't a foul tip The last four words of 
rule 46 are overpened too often by baseball 
people. 

The foul tip always and invariably is a 
strike and nothing else and loses all its iden- 
tity as a foul, consequently the runner may 
advance on it if he can, or he may be thrown 
out. The play is exactly es if the batsman 
had missed the ball for a clean strike. Thé 
ball remains in play just the same. A sharp-> 
ly tipped ball which the catcher does not 
hold is simply a foul. and not a foul tip, and 
operates like any other foul that is not held 
on the fly. The runners must go back, and 
it is not a strike if the batsman already has 
two strikes called on him. 


_ 

Mention has been made of all the cases 
which put the ball out of play automatically. 
They are all enumerated under rule 36, if 
reference is required; but there is one hybrid 
ease In which the ball is out of play although 
it technically is still in play. That is the 
case of a fair ball batted out of the inclosure 
or into the crowd in the stands. A ball which 
goes out of sight over fair ground, either 
over the fence or into a stand, entities the 
oatsman to a home run if the fence or stand 
js 285 feet or more from the home plate. 
Being a fair ball it still is in play, but there 
is no way to make a play with it until that 
batsman has had time to complete the circuit 
and register his run. If the fence is low 
enough for an agile outfielder to climb it and 
throw the ball before the runner gets around 
he cannot be put out. The same is true when 
a ball is hit into a stand for spectators and 
rebounds onto the field. 

An interesting point in this connection 16 
when that ball, or an alternate ball if the 
home run pill does not come back. can be 
declared in play Just as is the case afters 
foul which is not caught. it is up to the um- 
pire to decide when play can be resumed. 
The big league arbitrators say common sense 
must rule and the runners be given a reason- 
able time to do what is required of them.

ANY reports have been given lately in vari- 
ous newspaper articles spread all over the 
world about the czarevitch and his strange, 
fascinating fate. It is of course impossible 
to lift the veil of mystery that hangs like 

clouds above this muca discussed little personality. 
Not long ago we heard of an attempt on bis life on 
board the Russian imperial yacht, which was fol- 
lowed by a long and mysterious illness. The accounts 
given were so utterly contradictory one could easily 
conclude they were meant to conceal only the ‘truth 
from the indiscreet eyes of public investigation. It 
is also natural that the result obtained should na ve 
been exactly contrary to what official Russia in- 
tended. Curiosity was roused, and professional and 
nonprofessional spreaders of news and gossip from 
all parts of the globe considered it a sort of duty to 
relate the most impossible news about the case. 

It is owing partly to exceptionally good and re- 
liable connections and partly to the art of logical 
conclusion and deduction 1 have succeeded in de- 
tecting the unveiled truth about one of the strang- 
est dramas the world has ever seen. I intend to in- 
form the readers of Tar Trisuns about tue fate of 
the heir to Russia’s throne, minutely and plainly, 
simply by giving a reliable account of the young 
prince's life, his surroundings, his family, and the 
various political parties interested in preserving or 
annihilating his existence.

Not Conscious of His Power.

The czarevitch has, of course, owing to his youth, 
and owing further to the sane and refreshing milieu 
that has luckily always surrounded him, never be- 
come fully conscious of the political importance or 
of the responsibility and weight attached to his per- 
son. He does not know, and he cannot know, what 
evil and what good he could do by his most childish 
and harmless moods. He could never realize that 
the mere fact of his crying or laughing, of bis feel- 
ing sorrow or rejoicing as an infant in the cradle, 


might decide the fate of many a vital question of 


‘Russian policy. 

As I have already said, the state of the health of 
the 9 year old heir to all the Russias has given rise 
to widespread mystery. There are periodical and re- 


peated “official denials” that he is afflicted with 
some grave chronic malady which makes the ques- 
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tion of his ever ascending the throne of his fathers gravely doubtful. You 
will hear he is not only feeble bodied but feeble minded. Others will 
assure you that his days are hopelessly. numbered, and that he cannot 
live more than two or three years at the outside. 

Circumstantial reports are current in quarters posing as “well iu- 
formed to the effect that Russian statesmen are already busy on a scheme 
for altering the constitution, in order that the male succession may not 
be imperiled in case the czar and czarina die without another son—their 
other children, as is well known, being four girls. 

The latest official news about the unhappy crarevitch is that he has 
at last been permitted to discard the nickel braces which have been 
applied to his right leg and ankle for many month, and cah now walk 
without artificial support of that kind. All this time he has been carried 
on the back of a burly Cossack, and is still spared fatigue in every possi- 


ble way. 


Supbrstiions See Good Omen. 
Prior to the little czarevitch’s welcome arrival in the summer of 1904 
only daughters had been born to Czar Nicholas his consort, formerly 
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an event of great political importance for the whole 
Russian empire, particularly for politieians inter- 
ested in the Slav question and the perpetuation of 
the Romanoff house. 

‘Let us consider a few details which, as I may 
be entitled to presume, will interest the American 
reader, partly because they are to a large extent 
unknown to the general public, partly because they 
acquaint us with people, places, and political, par 
ties, aspirations and passions which alone can make 
us understand the little czarevitch, his character 
and his position in the imperial family and the em- 
pite of Russia. 

Alexej Nikolajewich comes, as far as blood is con- 
cerned, from the strongest, healthiest, and most vig- 
orous family of all the rulers in Burope. In the 
reigning house of Romanow-Holstein-Gottorp, waich 
holds the throne of Russia, no case of cancer, con- 
sumption, or any disease subject to infection and 
heredity has been recorded for the last four or five 
generations. It is owing only to the lack of political 
stability in ‘Russia that so many members of the im- 
perial family died at a comparatively young age, 
simply because they mostly died by an assassin’s 
hand. The life of the present emperor alone has 
been tareatened more frequently than the lives of. 
all the sovereigns of Europe put together. |

Army Guards the Family. 

The measures taken to protect the imperial family 
of Russia are so comprehensively gigantic they can 
only be carried out by a colossal staff of detectives, . 
secret agents, military and civil officials, numerous 
enough to guard a fairly big country against in- 
vasion by a foreign army. On the last visit of the 
Emperor of Russia to Berlin, in May, 1913, he trav- 
eled with over 300 Russian police officials, who had 
to devote all their time to watching people woo might 
be considered suspicious or capable of attempting the 
ezar’s precious life, It is also evident that many 
people in Russia, young enthusiasts of political ideals, 
the realization of which would not even be a bless:

The ydung czareviteli lives the meal bar =H ties, the’ 7 
simplest, and plainest of lives, . by nis 
family only. He hardly ever sees anybody except 
his father and his sisters. His greatest pleasure, 
when well and able to be about, is riding with the 
emperor and with his sisters. It is natural that such 
extreme isolation should have a great influence on 
his character. He is a perfectly aarmiess boy, not 
a bit blasé, knowing nothing of the great waves of 
passion of which he is the innocent cause. 

His greatest fault, which in later years may prove 
to be a good quality, is obstinacy. There are mo- 
ments at which nobody, not even ‘his father and 
motaer, can indice him to do what he is told. At 
such moments the emperor either punishes him by 
not allowing him to ride with him, or be employs 
the influence-of the lad’s sisters, especially the 

jrand Duchesses Olga and Tatiana, of whom he is 
extremely fond and for tne sake of whom be would 
de nearly anything.

NQUESTIONABLY the highest serv- 
e that a woman may render to the 
world js to bear a normal child and 


a herren 
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perience to guide them young mothers have 
sought advice from older womeh—oftentimes 
from women whose experience was at least 
narrow and whose views were often biased 
by tradition, or, doubting the faith of such 
information, they have consulted technical 
medical works which they could not under- 
siand. Either of these methods is likely to 
result in misinformation and to cause un- 
necessary anxiety. 

It is not my intention, however, to act in 
the capacity of a physician by giving medical 
advice. Nor is it my intention to give you 
the benefit only of my own personal experi- 
ence with children, although it has been a 
broad one. But my aim will be to give you 
the benefit of the work of prominent educa- 
tors who have and are seeking new and bet- 
ter means of furthering the fullest develop- 
ment of the child’s mental and physical pow- 
ere. And it might be added here that many 
of the greatest minds of today are bent upon 

the problems that pe Meet with the prog- , 
ress and welfare. of the

HAVE just opened the last number of the Masses, that de- 

lightfully impudent sheet published somewhere in the neigh- 

borhood of Washington square, New York, and .edited by 

young men and women who seem to be afraid that the world 
may not realize that they are Anarchists (with the capital). The 
Masses jg the only American periodical that I examine-with mock 
pleasure month by month. It is the only one capable of giving 
surprige. 1 like the illustrations ig it those rude, raw drawings 
of Mr. Sloan ‘and his friends, so different from the insipidities of 
all other magazines. They seem to be dome without fear of the 
editorial frown. 1 like its indiscreet: little wtoriep, which for an 
their would-be brutal indiscretions are truer than the varnished 
valacities of the Fifth avenue magazines. Above all, I like its 
impudent, fearless tone—the tone of yonth that has cut its adoles- 
cent leading strings and says and does whatever comes inte its

All this is a refreshing relief from the saccharine optimism of 
the American Magazine, for instance, whose chief editor gave us 
last year a chapter of domestic emotion when he adopted 8 
scheme to get more advertising for bis “ beantifel pages.”

the heel of the masses, as most of us have at 
one time oranother. The trouble seems to be 
that we are all under each other's heels in 
@ messy sort of scrimmage from which it is 
hard to tear ourselves loose to get a fair 
look. I can’t visualize labor, the disinher- 
ited, the masses, and all the rest of the un- 
as these ardent young men oan s viv- 
Ale. Nor can I idealize them and feel that 
all that is to be done is to swat property 
wherever it exists outside the hands of labor. 
The editors of the Masses might say that is 
because I belong to the “ exploiting “eclass 
and haven't read Marx. 

However, this has very little te do with the 
matter. It surely is the glorious privilege 
of youth to be rebellious, to believe itself 
Anarchist, to idealize all the down and outs 
and make every prostitute into a heroine. If 
youth conforms easily I am suspicious of it. 
It seems then to be lacking in some fine 
quality of which the world’s best dreams are 
made. There is nothing healthier in the world 
than the instinctive sense of revolt that rises 
from youth's first contemplation of the facts 
of civilization. It is small minded for the 


middie aged and old to argue with it, as they 
tried to argue with Shelley: anybody can win 
a cheap victory with logic. 

The spirit of life is the thing, not the statis- 
tics and the “ validity of conclusions,” and 
all the rest of what we try to teach youth in 
school and college. . . . Andsel subscribe 
to the Masses in order tthat I may get each 
month the flercée breath of youth in hot de- 
nunciation of. life as it is, as man makes it. 
I try to ignore the sad wisdom of my years 
that tells me that as long as man is what he 
is he will go on making a sorry world for him- 
self and others—only we hope a little better 
by little and little. the best eutcome 
probably will not be at all what the editors of 
the Masses or I would like to see.

Doubdtiess it is a sign of middle aga, this in- 
terest in the rebellions of youth. Perhaps 
I am idealizing the editors of The Massen in 
thinking of them as youthful, while in reality 
they are as lined with middle age as myself. 
Nor I remember after all that youth is aleo 
conventional, that it suffers tortures frem 
wearing the wrong kind of tie, from being 
“bad form” anywhere It is often the chil- 
dren who make their parents stiffly conven- 
tional because the younger generation ob- 
jects to being thought “queer.” Maybe it 
ls one of the illusions of middie age to think 
that the young are always bold, feartem, and 
rebellious. It's an Ulusion that I mean’ to 
keep and to inculcate so far as Ian. Youth 
should be bold if it isn’t; it should be higti- 
tempered and short sighted and impudent 
and denunciatery. It should take all the 
risks in sight—alwaye risk, more risk. It 
should be impatient and brutal. It should 
say what we ders are too weary or too 
prudent to say—about the Associated Press, 
for instamce—and go to prison if it hae to and 
make a great hullabaloo about it all and draw 
Gire conclusiong therefrom about the courts 
and the state of society. It has the time and 
the energy for all that. 

Se I Shall sun believe that The Masses 


_ is written and pietured by brave, bold young 
men and women, whoare having an immense 
ly good time in dafying the whole blamed bum - 


ness of civilization. I mean to send them a 
check for subecriptions to The Masses for 
several of my smug “ right minded trends 
who will fume whenever they open the paper 
and wonder bow that “ impudent mg ” could 
reach them. It will do them good, I am eura, 
even tofume And the editore of The Masses 
will probably néed the check and much more 
if they are going up against the Associated 
Press and all the organized forme ef op- 
pression.”

Sure podition in Chicago fourteen years 
ago to the firet position in the gift of the 
Austrian emperor it is a story concerned pure- 
ly with pianistio triumphs. Germany, Aus 
tria, Russia, France, England, and the musi- 
clans of America recognise him as one of the 
world’s two greatest pianists. The other 1 
Furruccio Busoni. 

Since the work of Franz Liszt was finished 
the only men who have advanced the piano, 
who have expanded its resources, who have 
carried farther what the great master began, 
are Ferrucio Busoni and Leopold Godowsky. 
All the rest only play the piano more or less 
beautifully, according to established tradi- 
tions. But Godowsky and Busoni move for- 
wart, at opposite extremes, and the know!l- 
edge of the instrument, its possibilities, ite 


/ Hterature, and all its traditions will be richer 


because they have lived. Wherefore one ven- 

tures to repeat that, to their colleagues at 

least, they are the greatest of the pianista. 
—~o- 

For years Fritz Kreisler stood in the same 
relation to his art and to the public that is 
occupied by Busoni and Godowsky. The mu- 
sicjans proclaimed him the greatest of the 
vicliniets and the public stayed away from 
his concerts in great numbers, Kreisler has 
personality; he has genius; he was famous 


as a youth; he bas been before the public for 


twenty years or more, But in America, at 
least, the general public would not listen to 
him until thie season, when it was discovered 
al at once that Kreisler was the most popu- 
lar of the violinists. 

Advertising in the form of talking machine 
records can possibly explain this tardy but 
overwhelming success. Kreisler has com- 
posed, atnong many worthy things, two little 
pieces for the violin of which records have 
been made. Since they aretuneful bits, easily 
comprehendabie and since they were exqui- 
aitely played into the machine, the thousands 
of lovere of canned music learned that there 
ie a master violinist named Kreisler. If any 
one desires to confirm this diagnosis of the 
case let him recall the shouting, stamping 
multitude that listened to Kreisler last fall 
in Orchestra hall and remember how enthu- 
siasm became hysterical when he played the 
Caprice Viennois.” 

But how about Mr. Kubelik? Is his con- 
tinued success a triumph of advertising over 
an unattractive personality and lack of talent 
as the critica and the musicians insist? In 
every case it has seemed that talent was al- 
most to be taken for granted and that a per- 
sonality of force if of no especial magnetism 
Was necessary to success. As Mr. Kubelik 
has played this season there has been no evi- 
dence of talent and his personality always 
has been a negative one. But he was intro- 
duced to America a decade ago with the most 
sensational circussing that a musical artist 
ever had. He came fresh from the studio 
with the lessons of one of the worid’s great- 
est drill masters firmly fixed in his fingars 
aed his bow and played coldly but with mar- 
velous accuracy. So the public still believes 
in him and it will take many years for his 
prestige to disappear.

But after a year 
of bill posting—some stirring trifle like insur- 
ing a violin or his ten fingers for a fabulous 
gum; of marrying a countess and becoming 
the father of twins—some people are luck 
will get 4 front page story in any American 
paper, Kubelik has enjoyed all these advan- 
tages, so he continues to draw bigger houses 
than Elman despite the fact that the latter 
is so much the better violinist that 8 com 
parison is nonsense.

Ot course, no story concerned with person- 
ality, talent. advertisement, and influence 
would be complete without mention of Miss 
Garden. She got into the second paragrap 
of this article, and, good resolutions to t 
contrary notwithstanding, she has to be men- 
tioned in conclusion as well. For Miss Gar- 
Gen’s gift to achieve publicity amounts to 
genius. Take her recent remarks on New 
York which the newspapers and other pub- 
lications of that city found oppugnant. It 
obtained for her columns what the New York 
Review—speaking of other publications—re- 
gretfully called gratuitous publicity.” 

Miss Garden might have disliked New York 
without arousing more than incredulous sur- 
prise alnong its inhabitants. But when she 
went so far as to couple expressions of dis- 
pleasure toward New York with sentiments 
of regard for Chicago she overstepped the 
bounds of sanity, and all hastened to reprove 
her. The New o¥rk Review—which is said 
to be the organ of the Shuberts, who, Iam. 
further informed, are connected with the 
theatrical business — displays remarkable 
eagerness to discredit this city’s Judgment of 
things artistic. Thus we read: 

„Mes Garden did not tell her interviewer, 
however, just what kind of performances 
and what quality of opera it is that the 
Windy City populace goes wild about, and 
what manner of singing of her own has won 
for her the encomium which moved her to 
the defense of Windy City taste. 

„The prima donna failed to relate that 
when she attempted to sing the title role of 
Massenet’s ‘Manon’ in Chicago feoently 
fifty-six pages of music were cut out of the 
first act, twenty-two pages out of the second 
act, while the third scene was omitted en- 
tirely, so that musical difficulties might not 
tax her voice. 

“Her Chicago audience did applaud this 
garbled performance, showing just how 
much Chicago Knows about Manon.“ 

“Miss Garden also forgot to relate that dur- 
ing that performance, when Muratore, the 
tenor, was getting away with one of the big- 
gest scenes which they had together, she 
fainted, thereby ruining the scene for her o- 
worker. 

“In lauding Chicago performances and 
criticising those of New York it has escaped 
her memory that when “ Parsifal” was 
given in Chicago the stage equipment was so 
limited that the transformation scenes in 
the first and last acts could not be given. 
therefore necessitating the elimination of 
the beautiful transformation music. Chi- 
cago taste declared that a fine performance.” 

It ig hardly worth the trouble, but thef{Re- 
view and its editors must be formed that 
the shortened version of Manon aleo was 
employed here by the Metropolitan opera 
with Mies Farrar; that Miss Garden did not 
faint in the first performance of the work by 
the Chicago company; that the statements 
in regard to the Parsifal performances 
ars not true.

After years of experimenting with metals, 
the makers of automobiles have come to a 
pretty well determined standard for all parts 
of a car, but something new crops up daily. 
Heretofore @fferent compositions of bab- 
bitt metal and certain grades of bronze were 
used for crank shaft and connecting rod 
bearings, and with excellent results when 
properly made and provided with ample 
grooves for the distribution of oil. Now 
comes a bearing that is perforated and which 
is set in a perforated steel cage. These 
numerous holes are designed to act as little 
reservoirs for oil, so that at all times the 
bearing may receive some lubrication, even 
if the ordinery supply shall fail momentarily. 
In addition, it is claimed that such a bearing 
will not generate so much friction, has more 
room for expansion without ill effects, and 
is, as weil, somewhat lighter. It naturally

The old time wet and dry 
bulb thermometers, used for this recording,

Twice daily the observations taken from 
these instruments are telegraphed: to Wash- 
ington with namesof clouds, upper and lower.

The national government has spent more 
than $2,000,000 in the maintenance and repair 
of roads in the national parks.

Other Ventures by Government. 
Congress, since 1874, has also spent large 
of money on the building of roads in 
the District of Columbia. In Cuba more than 
460 miles of roads were built by the govern- 
ment. One of the first acts of the United 
States Philippine commission was the ap- 
propriation of $1,000,000 from the insular 
fund for the repair of roads and bridges in 
the island. 

The United States spent $155,000 in Porto 
Rico immediately after the Spanish-Ameri- 
can war toward the repair of the old island 
roads and $1,500,000 was spent in the con- 
atruction of new highways.

The most traveled road out of N. w York is

Proposal of Winton. 

It is this want of continuity in roads which 
haa been the burden of automobile users and 
manufacturers since the beginning of the in- 
dustry. Fourteen years ago, Alexander Win- 
ton advocated the building of a 1,000 mile 
boulevard of asphalt to reach from New York 
to Chicago. This failed for want of the nec- 
essary codperation between the states inter- 
ested. At the same time, one can easily be- 
lieve that the original cost, plus the mainte- 
nance, would have been no greater than the 
amounts which have been expended contin- 
ucusly along the way for roads which have 
not stood up under the heavy traffic. 

It hag been said that, With automobiles and 
good roads there would have been no civil 
war. Certain it is, however, that fifty years 
after the war it, as hard,to go from Wash- 
ington to Richmond as the federal generals 
found tt, and it stands today ag 4 shining 
example of what a highway should not be. 
But the automobile is inftuencing sentiment 
to build a good road between the capital of 
the United States and the old capital of the 
confederacy, as well as between all other cen- 
tere—capitals of industry and commerce in 
the nation. 

It is generally conceded that automobiles 
have been the greatest factor in the demand 
tor the building of good roads, and yet, on 
the other hand, the failure of the good roads 
movement to keep pace with the growth of 
the industry has caused a period of reaction, 
and many who would have used the motor 
vehicle for business, commerce, or pleasure, 
have been forced to abandon the *. dus to 
poor: road facilities.

It therefore was decided to charge the 
communities who should call for their serv- 
ices that amount a day and that this should 
cover every expense that the communities 
would meur from the time the convicts left 
the penitentiary until return.

It was further shown that the greatest sav- 
ing to the locality employing them would be 
to have them construct macadam roads, and 
that the state could furnish the crushed stone

@esistance in keeping the condition of the 
Toads at a high standard. It has not been 
@asy, however, to settle some of the points 
Brought up by this law: for example, just 
the traffic becomes extraordinary so as 
to fit into the category that should be taxed 
by extra payments, and again the amount of 
taxes to be collected. 

For this latter point the practice has grown 
up of considering (1) the state of the road be- 
fore the beginning of the work; (2) thé num- 
ber of draft animals used by the exploiters;

(4) their nature; (5) the kind of conveyances 
and the method of loading them: (6) the dis- 
tances passed over; and (7) the season of the 
year during which the transportations are 
made. 

In spite of the difficulties arising under ap- 
plication of parts, at least, of the law of May 
A. 1836, the arrangement for paying for these 
improvements has given and still gives the 
greatest help ip maintaining the -oca) roads 
of. France. It strikes directly the person 
using the road and causing the extra wear 


and tear, and creates special resources for

Country roads, in spite of their great mile 
age, are of less importance than the other 
classes of roads because they serve only the 
local needs. Their maintenance is, like that 
of city streets, entirely dependent on the 
communes. 


Syndic Ass¢ciations Factor. 

One other feature of French legislation is 
to be found in the eyndic asepciations which 
are authorized by various laws, for the pur- 
pose, among other things, of meintaining, 
establishing, and widening roads. It does 
not appear, however, that many of these or- 
ganizations have turned their attention to 
roads. 


According to the etatisties of 1901. the latest 
available, less than 3900 out of 7.000 have 
taken up highway work. The organization is 
similar to the drainage associations existing 
in the central and western states of the 
United States, except that these latter are 
confined to the one purpose. In France there 
are two kinds of argenizations—the free or- 
ganizations Which gre formed only by the 
unanimous consent of the persons interested, 
and the authorized organizations formed bya 
decree of the prefe¢t, either by change from 
free organizations or directly. 


In the case of the authorized organizations 
the majority always rules. The land owners 
interested are united In an authorized syndic 
association by a decree of the prefect either 
at the request of ong or more Among them or 
upon the initiative ef the malre or the 
prefect, when the read work has been recog- 
nized to be of public utility by a decree of the 
council of state. 


The work cannot start without the author 
zation of the prefect, and this may be given 
only in case three- quarters of the persons in- 
terested, representing more than two-thirds | 
of the land and paying more than two-thirds 
of the land tax, or tworthirds of the persons 
interested, representing more than three- 
fourths of the land and paying more than 
three-fourths of the land tax, gate in the asso- 
ciation. 


The prefect also may not give his authort- 
zation until after the payment of the costs of 
condemnation and the guarantee by the or- 
ganization that all expenses incidental to the 
work will be paid. In case of the insolvency 
of the organization the persons who have suf- 
fered loss have recourse against the govern- 
ment which has benefited by the works, 
whether it be commune, department, or the

State alded high - 
ways are roads built with part county and 
part state money. Completed, the state is 
bound to keep these highways in repair, in 
perpetuity. 

No Graft tal New Roads? 

New roads—that is; newly surfaced high- 
ways—are, as 4 rule. constructed under con- 
ditions which preclude any considerable 
amount of graft. Maintenance. or repair, 
being spasmodic, and distributed over wide- 
ly scattered territories, opens a wide door 
to a less satisfactory condition. And It is 
to this that the state is being pledged, with 
every road it builds in partnership with a 
county or a town. 

Every additional mile of good road, unless 
that good road bé a permanent highway in 
the true sense of the word, adds to the 
atate’s self-asrumed liability. With. promo- 
tion running riot—with every township ex- 
posed to the alluring propaganda of one or 
several alleged permanent highway mate- 
rials—the undigested security of additional 
highways, destined to early dissolution, are 
apt to cause trouble in the state's interior 
economy. The time has come to substitute 
protection for promotion. The time has come 
for the expenditure of some of the immense 
appropriation which the state has made for 
good roads to secure ite taxpayers against 
@ waste of the public money which will dwart 
past extravagances in road improvement. 

Taxpayer to Pay Bill.

road with four feet of macadam costs only 
one-third more than ordinary macadam six- 
teen feet wide and only $417 a mile more 
than bituminous macadam.

Nine hundred thousand dollars stiil is avail- 
able for further work. 

In 1018 the townships of Wayne lte for 
the first time in their history, in terms of 
percentage increased their valuation to e 
greater extent than the city of Detroit, ans 
the city of Detroit showed one of the largest 
net gainsin wealth during the same period of 
any city inthe country; The concrete road is 
given the general credit for this excellent 
increase in the townships. In addition prac- 
tically every imcorporated village fn Wayne 
county has paved its main street, most of 
them using the concrete road specifications of 
Wayne county for the work. 


One Benefit Related. 

As an instance of the growth of the vil- 
lages and rural communities, ‘Redford, which 
is twelve miles from Detroit, on the Grand 
river concrete road, ¢tected more than 100 
new houses in 1013: Previous to the im- 
provement of this road Redford had not built 
fifteen new houses in ten years. The county 
road ‘commission now nas on file enough 
petitions asking for concrete roads to keep 
it busy on construction fer the next five 
years, ip addition. to the work already laid 
out. 

The influence of the work done.in Wayne 
county has. spread, and the adjoining ¢coun- 
ties of Oakland, Macomb, Washtenaw, ‘and 
Monroe have voted to come in under the 
county road lan The strietty farming 
townships also have caught the fever and 
are building a large mileage of good roads 
and permanent conerete bridges and culverts 
on their local roads.

8. The subgrade should be of uniform 
density, thoroughly compacted and drenched 
with water immediately before placing con- 
crete. | 

9. The concrete should be of a viscous, 
plastic consistency. 
10 After placing, the concrete should be 
covered immediately, kept moist, and not 
opened to traffic for four weeks. 


Honest Inspection Necessary. 

Intelligent and honest inspection is needed 
im all public work, whether it is municipal, 
county, or federal. Both corporations and 
private interests have elaborate systems of 
inspection for all their work, whether done 
outside or inside of the plant. 

Thoroughnees of inspection, particularly 
in large cities, necessarily must be limited 
by the class and experience of the inspectors 
appointed. An engineer with much experi- 
ence in dealing with contractors gave 
definition of an ideal inapector as a “ man 
who could read English, who was reasonably 
honest, and who could count up to ten. 
When the millennium arrives inspectors per- 
haps will be both honest and intelligent and 
also will possess a. good working knowledge 
of the practical and technical points of the 
job they are inspecting. 

Men inspecting pavements will not then 
be drawn from other departments and put on 
work which they know nothing about. It is 
said that one of the-causes of the scandal in 
the New York state road department is di- 
rectly traceable to the inspectors, many of 
whom were drawn from subway and aque- 
duct work to supervise road building. 

Upon all road construction, and particular- 
ly in concrete, there should be two Inspectors 
éonstantly on the job.“ If it is necessary 
for both of them to leave the work, all con- 
struction should de suspended until their 
return. This might cost the taxpayer some 
money, but would be true economy in the long 


run. 


Realize Necessity for Inspection. 

The average citizen realizes the necessity 
for, inspection. He wrongly thinks that con- 
crete road construction js complex, when, as 
a matter of fact, it is comparatively simple 
and the chances of fraud can be eliminatea 
The citizen should Know what he, av a tax- 
payer—and what the inspector, who is his 
representative—should look after to get hia 
money's worth. . 

The first step in road building is a prepara- 
tion of the foundation. Adequate drainage 
should be provided, all soft spots in the road 
should be filled, and preliminary grading 
should be done. Then the road should be 
rolled with a4 five or ten ton road roller. 
For a ¢onerete road the subgrade usually 
is rolled flat and not crowned, as for other 
road materials. The foundation having been 
prepared, the material, which is sand, gravel, 
and cement, is hauled on. The taxpayer 
would do well to examine material If a 
standard grade of cement has been specified 
he need not worry further about t. The. 
cement ie no magic material, however, and 
the road or concrete will de no stronger thar 
the sand and gravel which is-mixed with the 
coment. The taxpayer will do well to - 
jne the sand and gravel.

One mine 
may wreck a $10,000,000 battleship. An aeroplane, costing but a small 
fraction of this sum, would mean the ship’s safety. In my opinion, the 


newly developed art of aviation 
will not only tend to limit the 
duration and scope of hostile 
operations, but will also aid in 
the control of the seas, one of 
the elements contributing mate- 
rially to the power and pros- 
perity of a nation. 

It is true that the United 
States occupies a position differ- 
ing materially from European 
nations bordering on each other 
or separated by narrow waters 
easily patrolled by air craft. And 
therefore we have not been 
forced by the pressure of an im- 
mediate danger to meet the 
progress of possible enemies. 
That is no doubt the reason we 
have lagged behind other nations 
in developing and utilizing our 
own gift to the world. 

With the Panama Canal, 
well as our coast fortifications to 
safeguard, not only from land 
and water, but from the air, steps 
must and should be taken to 
muster an air fleet absolutely 
second to none in either hemi- 
sphere. 


OPULAR interest in aviation 

throughout the United States 
is not as intense as it has been. 
The days of golden harvest for 
the aviator in the fields of exhibi- 
tions and meets are passed and 
gone; the manufacturing indus- 
try lies prostrate through lack of 
adequate support and the field of 
aeronautical endeavor is limited 
to a few enthusiasts who have 
not lost their faith in the future 
or their belief that America, the 
birthplace of aviation, the home 
of the Wrights, the once proud 
mistress of the air, will come to 
her own and lead again. I am 
one of those who believe in this 
future and, with adequate assist-

ington lobbyist. It was

and it paid me hand- 
somely. The public has 
heard much recently of 
the operations of the 
Washington lobby. It 
made me laugh when I 
read of these “startling” 
disclosures, Think of a 
man calling himself a 
lobbyist and being con- 
tent with a fee of $50! 
: In my day I should 
have felt insulted had anyone wanted to retain 
my services and offered less than $1,000, and thou- 
sand dollar fees were simply pocket money, When 
I was active the Washington lobbyist wasn’t a piker 
and he didn’t play a skin game, We did big things 
and got big money for doing them. 


I am no longer in the business. My investments 


have turned out well and I ean afford to take life 
easy. I suppose most people will think that a man 
who has been a lobbyist ought to be ashamed of it. 
Perhaps he ought, but I want to say one thing here. 
The lobbyist may be bad, but the man in publie life 
who takes money from him is far worse. You can 
take my word for it that the lobbyist wouldn't exist 
if there were not men with whom he could do busi- 
ness. It isn’t the lobbyist who corrupts a public 
man; it is the public man who invites the lobbyist 
to buy him. An honest man in Congress has noth- 
ing to fear, of course. 

I didn’t start out deliberately to be a lobbyist; 
I don’t suppose ‘any man ever does, I drifted 
into it through foree of circumstances which I had 
not the strength of character to control. 


RIEFLY, I was elected to Congress when 

twenty-five years of age. It was pure luck. 
The man who had represented us for ten years was 
known to be a grafter and the people wanted a 
change, so when some of the young fellows in our 
district proposed that I run for Congress I took 
up the proposition more as a lark than anything 
else. None of us knew anything about polities and 
we didn’t have any money to speak of, but we were 
choek full of enthusiasm and nerve. I had recently 
come out of college, had hung out my shingle as a 
lawyer, and as clients were not numerous I was 
losing nothing by making the campaign. 

My father was the pastor of the leading Methodist 
Chureh in our city; He was a good man, as well as 
minister, and everyone loved him. My mother was 
a good woman. I was their only child. If heredity 
counts for anything I ought to have been a good 
man, I was brought up under the’ best. influences 
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my profession or trade, 
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and in surroundings to keep a man straight, and 
yet I walked the crooked path at the first oppor- 
tunity.’ It shows what creatures of fate or environ- 
ment most of us are. 

A new Congressman quickly realizes how little 
he amounts to in Washington, but I was the ex- 
ception. I was the youngest member of that Con- 
gress, my campaign had attracted some attention, 
and the newspapers called me the Kid Congressman, 
a name that stuck and did me no harm. Until I 
came to Washington never at any one time had I $250 
to call my own. As soon as Congress met I had an 
income of $416 a month (in those days members of 
Congress were paid $5,000 a year), a tidy lamp sum 
for mileage, $125 a year for stationery and news- 
papers, and $100 a month to pay a private secretary 
or to keep if I did my own work. I not only had 
money enough to live comfortably and do something 
for the folks back home, but I could save. 


| THOUGHT I should be lonely, but the day after 
my arrival there came an invitation from our 
Senator to dine with him, and mat was the begin- 
ning of a life entirely new to me. The Senator’s 
wife was very kind, his two daughters were pretty 
and lively, they told me the people I must eall upon 
and offered to introduce me to some of their friends, 
Before the end of the month I had met several 
pretty girls, and invitations to dinners, luncheons 
and dances were coming fast; sometimes they came 
so fast I had more than one invitation for the same 
evening. I soon found that a bachelor member of 
Congress who is fairly presentable and not quite 
a fool and knows how to dance need never complain 
of being lonely in Washington. 

And I soon made another discovery. Four hun- 
dred and sixteen dollars a month looked very large 
at first, for I had been used to simple living, but in 
the course of a few weeks I saw that $5,000 a year 
is rather worse than poverty in Washington. Un- 
fortunately I had in those days an oriental imagina- 
tion and a domestic pocketbook, and I could not 
accept favors without returning them. When peo- 
ple invited me to their houses I felt I must pay 
back, so I began modestly with a little dinner to the 
Senator and his wife and a few other persons at one 
of the fashionable hotels, and although there were 
only ten of us, when I had settled the bill and paid 
for the flowers and tipped the head waiter and his 
assistants and the hat boy and a few other persons, 
I was exactly $143 out, which made a pretty big 
hole in that month’s salary. ; 

That was the beginning. I gave little parties 
whenever I could and as a result I was always hard 
up. When I first came to Washington I engaged a 
private secretary, who drew the regular $100 a 
month from the government. But about this time, 
with my inereasing experience and also my inereas-

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Opera Bars and Barriers 
By Mary Garden 


T expansion of the field of musi- 
cal effort in America has very 
naturally and properly turned the 
attention of women to the operatic 
stage, but the unfortunate thing is 
that so many persons give rein to 
their ambition without any rhyme 
or reason. Many of them have no 
voices whatever, neither have they 
dramatic talent. I have no end of 
young women who come to me to test 
their voices. I can tell in a minute 
by their m&nner, appearance, speech, 
by the way they present themselves, 
by the way they walk into my room, 
whether they have something to give 
to the public or fiot. I have never 
yet made a mistake about it. 

There are very few who have any- 
thing in them that would be avail- 
able at the very top of the profession. 
People wonderfully gifted have been 
for generations occupying the top and 
this has made it very remote. I turn 
them down gently. I say, “I don’t 
think you will ever be at the top.” 

Now, they needn't be discouraged 
by that, because there are many de- 
grees even between mediocrity and 
preeminence. But I suppose they 
often go away and say, “Oh, well, 
Mary Garden, she doesn’t know what 
she’s talking about.” 

Unfortunately, I DO know what I 
am talking about! 

There are many, many young com- 
posers who come to me with their 
works — the Wagners of today. The 
trouble is that even most of them 
who have talent are so addicted to 
the habit of imitation. They don’t 
seem to realize that what makes a 
composer great is the expression of 
himself in his own way.
